Mr. W. H. Palmer, Charlotte, President: 

In opening this convention this morning I am going to ask 
Chief Frank Bennett, of Durham, to lead you men in singing one 
verse of “America”.

INVOCATION

Let us all stand, please. 


Most gracious God, we humbly beseech Thee that Thou wilt 
pour out Thy blessing upon the representatives and members of 
the firemen’s convention now assembled in Thy name and pres- 
ence, asking that Thou wouldst be pleased to direct and prosper all 
their consultations, to the advancement of Thy glory and the safety, 
honor and welfare of Thy people. Grant that all things may be so 
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ordered and settled by their endeavors, upon the best and surest 
foundations, that peace and happiness, truth and justice, may be 
established among us to all generations. Be gracious unto those 
whose duties are arduous and dangerous. Shield and protect from 
bodily accident and harm the firemen at their work. Protect the ef- 
forts of sober and honest industry and suffer not the hire of the 
workman to be kept back. Incline the hearts of the employers and 
those whom they employ to mutual forbearance, fairness, and good- 
will. These and all other necessaries, for them and for us, we hum- 
bly beg in the name and meditation of Jesus Christ, our most bless- 
ed Lord and Saviour. Amen. 


(After a selection by the band, the National and State flags 
were advanced and placed upon the platform, and the following 
pledge to the flag was repeated in concert: 

“T pledge allegiance to the flag of the United States of Amer- 
ica and to the Republic for which it stands, one nation indivisible, 
with liberty and justice for all.” 


“The Star Spangled Banner” was then sung in concert. 


President Palmer: The man whom I now want to present to 
you needs no introduction to the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. We shall now have the pleasure of hearing the Hon- 
orable Walter H. Blair, Mayor of the City of Wilmington. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


The Honorable Walter H. Blair, Mayor of Wilmington: 


Mr. President, officers and members of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, ladies and gentlemen: 


As a representative of the citizens of Wilmington, it gives me 
great pleasure to extend to each and every one of you a most 
hearty and sincere welcome to Wilmington, North Carolina’s chief 
seaboard city. It has been a long time since the City of Wilming- 
ton has had the honor and pleasure of welcoming the North Caro- 
lina Firemen’s Association. We have hoped for a long time that we 
would have the opportunity to have you meet in our midst; and 
now that you are here I want to say to you, on behalf of every 
man, woman, and child, that we are most happy that you are here 
ve us and that we hope your stay will be both pleasant and prof- 
itable. 

There was a time when the City of Wilmington was known as 
the largest city in North Carolina. Years have changed that, and 
other places in North Carolina have grown larger than we are. 
But, although they have taken the record away from us so far as 
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population goes, we hope there is one record that they will never 
be able to take away, and that is a record for genuine hospitality. 
(Applause.) We folks in Wilmington like to think of our home as 
a friendly place. We want you to know that these words are not 
merely spoken words of welcome but that we feel them deep down 
in our hearts. We believe that you will-see a welcome in the glint 
of our citizens’ eyes and that you will feel it in the clasp of their 
hands. I have no key to present to you, because there are no doors 
or gates to our city. 


Wilmington, we feel, has been plessed by God with some of the 
greatest natural advantages to be found not only in our own great 
State of North Carolina but with some of the greatest advantages 
to be found in any state of the Union. We feel that we hold in trust 
for the citizens of North Carolina a system of inland waterways 
given to us by our National Government at the cost of millions of 
dollars. We feel that in the Cape Fear River we have an asset that 
means something to the people of North Carolina in providing 
cheaper freight rates for our industries. (Applause.) Before our 
Federal Government started spending money to deepen the chan- 
nel from Wilmington to the sea, in our harbor we had a depth of 
only eight feet; but since the Government has, from year to year, 
been spending money to deepen that channel we have a depth of 
thirty feet from Wilmington to the sea; and we are prepared to 
take care of water-borne commerce, both inward- and outward- 
bound, not only that the State has to send to the other states of the 
Union but to all parts of the world. 


We are proud of the fact that Wilmington is an old city—yea, 
older than Chicago—one of the oldest cities in the United States. 
We celebrated our two hundredth anniversary a few years back. 
We are proud of the fact that Wilmington was the home of Wil- 
liam Hooper, one of the signers of the Declaration of Independence. 
We are proud of the fact that we are located in the very heart of 
the historic section of North Carolina, because it was at Moore’s 
Creek that one of the decisive battles for American independence 
took place. We are proud of our patriots—Cornelius Harnett and 
others. A few blocks down is old St. James Church, built with 
bricks brought from England before the Revolutionary War. It was 
there during the Revolution; Cornwallis used it as a riding acad- 
emy for his soldiers. Later it was used as a hospital au our sol- 
diers in the War Between the States. Lord Cornwallis s headquar- 
ters were just across from this church, and there is the original 
building, with the original boarding on it. And there are many 
other points of interest which it will be pleasant to you to see. Old 
Fort Fisher stands just a few miles down from Wilmington. There 
was fought one of the greatest naval and land engagements in the 
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world up to the time of the Russo-Japanese War, when Port Arthur 
fell. 

I shall take time only to say to you again that we are most de- 
lighted to have you with us on this occasion .We hope that your 
stay will be not only pleasant but profitable and that when your 
convention is over and you are wending your ways toward your 
homes in various parts of the State you will feel that it was indeed 
good to be here. Again I say to you, on behalf of every man and 
woman and child in the City of Wilmington, thrice welcome. 


(Applause. ) 


President Palmer: The next gentleman I wish to introduce to 
you is Mr. Louis T. Moore, Executive Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Wilmington. (Applause.) 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Louis T. Moore, Executive Secretary, 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 


Mr. Chairman, ladies, and gentlemen: After Mayor Blair’s 
very comprehensive and cordial welcome, I feel like asking myself 
the question that a drunk asked himself a few weeks ago here in 
Wilmington. This boy went to one of our “Always Buy Corn” stores 
some time ago, when the moon was at its fullest. He drank, not 
wisely but too well, and then he went out to our beautiful Green- 
field Park. He walked out and leaned on the little railing around 
the lake. (One of our officers happened to be near and heard this.) 
The boy looked over and looked with puzzlement in his face. He 
turned to the officer and asked: “What is that thing down there?” 
Why, you poor fool, that is the moon.” “The moon? But the moon 
is in the sky, so that must be the sky down there. What in the 
world am I doing up here?” (Laughter.) 


I would like just to call your attention to and invite you to look 
at two things while you are here in Wilmington. Our port termi- 
nals are open to inspection by anyone at any time during the day. 
The managers of the Compress Warehouse Company and the Wil- 
mington Warehouse Company are always glad for our friends from 
up State to come and look over those terminals and see the activ- 
ities. I am not quite sure, but I think there is a tobacco steamer in 
port now, and you would be glad to see it being loaded. Another 
thing is the Ethyl Dow Chemical Company plant, which is just four 
miles south of Carolina Beach. That is the only plant of its kind in 
the world, and we look upon it as an acquisition not only for Wil- 
mington but for the State. It represents an investment of $1,000,- 
000. It is the only plant in the world to which the good Lord oe 
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the materials from the Atlantic Ocean. That plant extracts bromin 
from the ocean water, bromin being used to convert the ordinary 
gasoline into high-quality gasoline, which nearly everyone is using 
now. They estimate there is enough bromin in the water there to 
run that plan for three hundred and sixty-seven years. As a the- 
oretical approach, they have extracted about a pinhead of gold and 
silver from the ocean water. It required about thirty tons of water 
for that. 

Mayor Blair and his associates have worked out a program 
which we hope will entertain and amuse you. I want to tell you 
that we enjoyed to the fullest yesterday a feature which we did not 
plan, and that was a band concert on the postoffice steps by the 
Greensboro band, led by a former Wilmington boy. There were 
probably a thousand or twelve hundred people standing around en- 
joying that. I want to say, as an emissary from us business people, 
that you have a regular band. 


We appreciate the work that the firemen are doing, and we 
are delighted to have you with us. Call on us as you will, do with 
us as you will; we shall be always glad to have you again. (Ap- 
plause.) 

President Palmer: The gentleman I am going to call on now 
is a friend of the firemen and needs no introduction. That gentle- 
man is Colonel Walker Taylor, President of the Local Board of 
Fire Underwriters of Wilmington. (Applause). 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Colonel Walker Taylor, 
Wilmington Board of Fire Underwriters 


Fellows, I always make a good speech away from Wilmington, 
because I get away and think they do not know me. But down here 
I can’t make a good speech, because they know me. The Mayor has 
taken you all the way around the earth, and Louis Moore has taken 
you up to Heaven, so I don’t know what there is left for me. 
(Laughter.) 

One of our guests who was down here recently went on a trip 
down the river and got very sick. A lady came out on deck and 
stopped by him and asked: “Mister, is the.moon up?” “I don’t 
know,” he said; “if I swallowed it, it is.” 


I am really one of you, and in welcoming you I am welcoming 
myself, because I used to be a fireman and once won a trophy. It 
is hanging up in my office, and I am as proud of it as of anything 


I have. 
We used to have some great times at fires; we would stand and 
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argue about whose place it was to go in first, and about that time 
the building would be burned up. We would say: “It is not our 
fault; the building just naturally burned up.” Once a doctor’s house 
caught fire, and we put the fire out. He said: “Look at all the dirt 
and trash you have left on my walk.” Someone spoke up and said: 
“That’s nothing, Doctor; just think of the dirt you put on your 
patients.” You know, they say a doctor buries his troubles in the 
graveyard. (Laughter.) 


There have been many changes in the last twenty years. You 
are really big men now. In my day firemen were just boys, not 
grown up. You firemen take your job seriously, and you are one of 
the most vital forces we have in the State. You do things scien- 
tifically and well. If you see fire in the basement of a building and 
smoke coming out at the top, you know you have to fight it in the 
basement. Mr. Blair told you we have thirty feet of water in the 
Cape Fear River here. The Government saw we were bailing the 
Cape Fear River out and came down and deepened it so we would 
not use all the water up. 


You folks have lowered the insurance rates in North Caro- 
lina, because you keep the loss down, and that makes the rates. The 
insurance company does not make the rate; the people themselves 
make the rate. If I collect a dollar for an insurance premium and 
pay out thirty cents in losses, then I have made a profit; but hig f 
collect a dollar in premiums and pay out a dollar and thirty cents 
in losses, then that is a loss. 


You know, we do not speak of old maids any more; we speak 
of ladies in waiting—waiting to be called. (Laughter.) That is the 
way with you firemen. You do not go out on the street looking for 
fires; you wait to be called; wait for someone to tap a bell. 


The original volunteer fire department originated in Wilming- 
ton (?), North Carolina. So you have come home. You have been 
running around to other places, but now you have come home. 
Someone once asked me why we did not have any great big cities in 
North Carolina, like Baltimore or Washington. I said: “Why should 
we have? When a man gets on North Carolina soil he is so thank- 
ful that he stops right there.” (Laughter; applause.) 


Our Mayor has told you that you can have what the City has 
got to give you. That is his privilege. The Secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce comes along and says what the business people 
have is yours. I come along for the insurance people and sum it all 
up In saying: “Take it; what we have is yours.’”’ Come down and 
look at that diploma hanging in my office; that will show you how 
proud I am of you. I am not ashamed of you; I am proud of you. 
I am satisfied that no meeting of any other profession or calling 
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would show a finer, higher type of red-blooded North Carolina cit- 
izens than I have in front of me right now. We are glad to have 
you here. 

(Applause.) 

President Palmer: Gentlemen, it gives me great pleasure now 
to introduce to you a man who has worked hard to entertain you 
while you are here. That gentleman is the Chief of the Wilmington 
Fire Department, Mr. John F. Zellers. (Applause.) 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


John F. Zellers, Chief, 
Wilmington Fire Department 


Mr. Chairman, ladies, and gentlemen, distinguished guests: I 
have the honor and pleasure of addressing you on behalf of the 
Wilmington Fire Department and extending you a most sincere 
and hearty welcome to our City. 

(Applause.) 

Colonel Taylor: I do the Chief’s talking, and he does my fire 
fighting. 

A Member: Co-operation. 


Colonel Taylor: Co-operation—that is it. (Laughter.) 
President Palmer: At this time I recognize His Honor Mayor 


Blair, who will introduce the next speaker. 

Hon. Walter H. Blair, Mayor of Wilmington: 

Friends, at the last session of our State Legislature I do not 
know of any man upon whom the eyes of North Carolina were 
focused, unless it were our Governor, more than on the man whom 
I am going to present to you. We are very proud of this man in 
Wilmington, because he is one of our leading citizens, a high-type 
lawyer, a man who stands for civic righteousness, a man that we 
can depend upon at all times for all that tends to the development 
of our community. We are proud of him, too, for another fact, and 
that is that his scope of interest is not encompassed only by our 
own city, but that he has a very deep and abiding interest in the 
entire great State of North Carolina. At the session of our legis- 
lature in 1933 he was chairman of the powerful appropriations 
committee; then again at the last session of our legislature he was 
chairman of the powerful Senate finance committee and, along with 
his colleagues on that committee, shaped the financial policies of 
our State for the next two years. It is my privilege and pleasure to 
present to you, as our next speaker, State Senator Harriss New- 


man, a Wilmington man. (Applause.) 
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ADDRESS 


State Senator Harriss Newman, Wilmington 
Mr. President, distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen: 


I want to thank you for the opportunity of being permitted to 
say a few words to you this morning. I say “a few words,” because 
I know that the weather is warm and that you want to go back to 
the various beaches and enjoy a nice bath. And, before you go, 
some of you will want to look at some of our A. B. C. stores. In 
case any of you do not know where the A. B. C. stores are, I would 
just advise you to follow the fireman ahead of you who has got a 
little badge. (Laughter.) 


I appreciate the very splendid introduction of my fine friend, 
Walter Blair. He is a distinguished North Carolinian; we have 
elected him and re-elected him to office, and he has made us and 
will always make us a very able mayor. When he was presenting 
me to you with all those encomiums I felt somewhat embarrassed 
and wondered if, after all, he was really introducing me. His intro- 
duction reminded me of a joke I heard some years ago. Rastus was 
dead. They took his remains to the church, and the preacher 
preached his funeral sermon. “Rastus is dead,” said the preacher. 
“Rastus was a good man. Rastus was a fine man. Rastus loved his 
family. Rastus was faithful to his friends. Rastus was an honest 
man.” Up in the front sat the bereaved widow and her several chil- 
dren. They looked up at the preacher. The preacher continued: 
“Rastus was a fine man. Rastus was a splendid man. Rastus was a 
loyal husband. Rastus was an honest man; he never even stole a 
chicken.” At this point the widow could control her doubt no longer. 
She nudged one of her sons and said: “Boy, look in that box up 
there and see if that is your pappy.” (Laughter.) 


Mr. Blair introduced me as having been chairman of the finance 
committee in the last legislature. I am, in fact, one of the men 
whom you may blame if you have to pay a little tax. But there 
were some other men up there, and, if you find some bad legisla- 
tion, just remember that I am responsible for the good laws and 
the other fellow for the bad laws. (Laughter; applause.) 


Just a few words in regard to the financial situation of North 
Carolina. Years ago we reached the point where we realized that 
the counties could not operate the schools, and the State said: “We 
will take over the schools, if necessary, and support them.” So in 
1931 the State took over the six-months’ school term and tried to 
support it from other than ad valorem taxes. In other words, the 
State paid all of the cost of the six-months’ school term except five 
cents ad valorem tax. The beginning of the 1933 General Assem- 
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bly found the State with a deficit of $15,000,000—for a state with 
a population of three million. It was the largest deficit the State 
had ever had, and one of the largest deficits ever incurred by any 
state of similar size. The bonds of the State had dropped from $100 
to $78. The bankers were apprehensive; the State officials were ap- 
prehensive. The bankers declined to renew our notes. Then the 
State determined upon a definite policy:. First, that it would save 
the school system of North Carolina, and, second, that it would 
save the credit of the State. So there was enacted in 1933 a gen- 
eral sales tax. Now, I have never found, in my travels, many men 
who approve of the general sales tax. I do not approve of it. I 
wish it were possible to abolish the general sales tax. (Applause.) 
Whenever we reach the point in the affairs of North Carolina that 
we can wipe out the general sales tax, I shall be one of the first 
men in the State to advocate its being wiped out. (Applause.) 


At the last General Assembly we were confronted by many 
grave problems. I did not approve of the general sales tax, but our 
school system was safe; the financial situation of the State was 
safe. The notes and bonds of the State of North Carolina had be- 
come the prime securities of the United States. We were able to 
obtain money, not for six per cent, but for three and one-half per 
cent. So I say we were able to accomplish a great deal. 


There was one thing in which we failed; we failed to pass the 
Hill liquor bill. I have been always opposed to the use of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. I have never known a. man to be benefitted by the use 
of liquor, socially, economically, physically, morally, or otherwise. 
If it were possible for me, by my vote, to make it impossible to ob- 
tain another drop of liquor in this country, I would vote dry. But 
the question resolves itself into the simple proposition of whether 
we shall take the distribution of liquor away from the criminal ele- 
ment of society and place it in the hands of the law-abiding ele- 
ment of the community by putting it under the control of the State, 
under proper regulation and control, and provide revenue, or wheth- 
er we shall leave it in the hands of criminals, where there are no 
rules, no regulations, no control. I believe society, generally speak- 
ing, would be better off with a sane and sensible method of control 
of this admitted evil than under the present system throughout the 
State. I hope we have made an intelligent approach to the solution 
of this problem here in New Hanover County by the A. B. C. stores. 
I hope that is the proper method. If it is found not to be, I would 
be one of the first men to admit that it is a failure. But I do not be- 
lieve that any State is justified in taxing meat and meal and lard 
and flour—the poor man’s foodstuffs—and letting liquor go un- 
taxed. (Applause.) If the State had passed a sane, sensible liquor- 
control bill it would have been possible for us very materially to 
have reduced the general sales tax. More than that; if such a bill 
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is enacted I think there should be a fair distribution among the 
cities, since the cities are charged with the duty of patrolling and 
policing these stores. What would that mean? It would mean a sub- 
stantial reduction in taxes. More than that; it would mean in- 
creased appropriations for police departments and fire departments, 
and I want to say from my observation that I think the policemen 
and firemen in North Carolina are very grossly underpaid. (Ap- 
plause.) It would make it possible to purchase additional equip- 
ment, to increase the personnel, to pay larger salaries. 


The problems of the State of North Carolina are many and 
varied. I would not attempt, on this happy occasion, to make a po- 
litical speech or to air my views on all the various problems which 
have come up in my years in the General Assembly, but I bring up 
these things realizing that you are American citizens (and among 
the finer citizens), that you feel you have a public duty, that you 
are interested in public affairs, and that you will listen to a few 
passing remarks on questions of the day. 


I hope you will enjoy your visit here with us. If so, prove it 
to us by returning again at a very early date. 

I thank you. (Applause.) 

President Palmer: You will notice that I have switched this 
program a little bit by changing the response to the addresses of 
welcome to the last. 

The gentleman whom I am going to present now needs no in- 
troduction to any fireman in North Carolina. I know no one better 
able to respond to any address of welcome than this gentleman I 
am now going to introduce to you: John L. Miller. (Applause.) 


RESPONSE TO ADDRESSES OF WELCOME 


John L. Miller, Secretary, North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, Concord 


Mr. President, Mr. Blair, Mr. Moore, Colonel Taylor, Senator 
Newman: 

We have listened with a great deal of interest to the remarks 
you gentlemen have made and to the welcome that has been ex- 
tended to the firemen of North Carolina. We believe what you said 
is true, but you need not to have uttered those words for us to be- 
lieve that we are welcome in the City of Wilmington. Your inter- 
est was demonstrated years ago, and now we desire from the bot- 
tom of our hearts as North Carolina firemen, to thank you. 


Twenty-seven years ago this last June this body of men (or 
some of these men here in this convention this morning) did me 
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the honor of electing me as Secretary of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association. My friends, that has been a long time; that 
has been a pull, Mr. Mayor, for many of the firemen of North Caro- 
lina—not only that, but for any citizen in North Carolina, covering 
a period of twenty-seven years at the time when their manhood 
was the strongest. 


I have been placed upon this program feeling my inability to 
cope with the situation and to follow these gentlemen who have 
preceded me and my unfitness to address them and thank them for 
their words of kindness. 


I remember in the minutes of the 1908 convention we have a 
likeness in those minutes of Captain Jim MacNeill, of Fayetteville. 
(Applause.) There also appears in those minutes the likeness of 
Roland C. Taylor, Chief of the Winston Department, who at that 
time was Treasurer of this organization. We have the likeness in 
those minutes of Bill Orr, Chief of the Charlotte Fire Department. 
We have in those minutes the likeness of the Acting Secretary of 
this Association, Mr. Monroe, who succeeded Mr. Van Glahn, who 
died in the City of Wilmington; and we have in those minutes the 
likeness of Mr. Schnibben, our beloved Treasurer for many years. 
Those men are not with us here today and there are many others 
not here whom I recall—Dr. Gallagher of Washington, N. C.; Zeb 
Wheeler, of Burlington; Colonel Wood, of Asheville, and many 
others. These men have done their work. The responsibility, 
from their shoulders, has been placed upon you men. How shall 
you and how will you carry on? 


I remind you now and here that life is uncertain and death is 
sure. You will see upon this stage, sometime during this conven- 
tion, the likeness of men who died in this service. You men know, 
but possibly some of our friends on the platform do not know, that 
we have lost many of our gallant firemen while in the discharge of 
their duties as firemen. I want to call your attention, as a gentle 
reminder, to Charlie Schnibben. You knew him. You have gone 
down part of life’s lane with him. You remember Assistant Chief 
Monroe of this Department. Both died of injuries received in the 
line of duty. You remember when recently, in the City of Winston- 
Salem, Chief Nissen made the last sacrifice. You remember that a 
few years ago three gallant firemen of the City of Lexington sac- 
rificed their lives on New Year’s morn, answering three alarms at 
once, I remember when Chief Wallace, in Charlotte, in respond- 
ing to an alarm and going over a fence and charging, as you would 
an enemy on a scene of conflict, a barn in which dynamite was 
stored, was hurled into eternity by its explosion. I know that these 
were heroic men. I had heard him say that he hoped when he passed 
away he would pass with his boots on, and he did. 
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I am only giving you this, gentlemen, to show that in thirty 
years the personnel of the State Firemen’s Association has changed 
and changed materially. It is our duty, who have followed these 
men and who believe in what they believe, to share the responsibil- 
ity and carry on this work in which we are engaged. 


Mr. Mayor, these are North Carolina firemen. They are here 
from Murphy, in Cherokee county, in the West to Elizabeth City 
on the East; they are here from all over this State. I say to you 
gentlemen very frankly that these men and the ones who are not 
here, in the number of nearly four thousand, are an asset that I be- 
lieve North Carolina is proud of. These men are doing a work in 
many communities for which those communities could not pay. You 
will find, Senator Newman, that many of these men are engaged in 
planning for North Carolina. I recall, sir, that they presented and 
had drawn a builders’ code, covering all phases of a building to 
make it safer to live in. I recall that in 1907, when this organiza- 
tion was bankrupt and could not meet its bills, it asked the legis- 
lature to place a tax upon the insurance companies, and it was 
done, to pay these men when they were hurt or made sick by the 
service they rendered and for which they received no compensa- 
+ion. They sponsored that legislation. They have asked many minor 
things for the benefit of their communities, and they have been 
granted. You will recall, Senator, that eight years ago this Asso- 
ciation felt the need of better preparing its men for their work; 
and we have appropriated out of our funds, out of our treasury, a 
certain amount of money to be spent each year to educate these 
men, or these boys, to make them more efficient firemen, to do their 
work better in their communities. This has been done, and we are 
doing it now; and I am wondering and was wondering last night, 
when I was thinking what I might say to you boys today that 
would interest you, I was wondering that North Carolina neglects 
other things whereas she takes care of her educational institutions, 
her greater University of North Carolina, her schools that are 
dotted upon the hills in every county in the State by the proclama- 
tion that was passed out by a gallant young North Carolinian in the 
nineties when he said that “Every child in North Carolina shall have 
an equal educational opportunity with every other child in North 
Carolina and shall have at least an elementary education.” (Ap- 
plause.) That man is not with us now. He did not live long enough 
to see the friuts of the thing which he put in motion. We are the 
recipients of those fruits; we see the thing which he put in motion. 


But we see a few things in North Carolina that are not right. 
Firemen want things made as safe as they can be made in their 
communities. When these men take the responsibility of putting 
out fire and making things as safe as possible in those communi- 
ities, they want hazards eliminated. I want to say to you, Senator 
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Newman, to you as a statesman, to you as a very intelligent man, 
that the time has come when two things, at least, ought to be done 
in North Carolina. I do not know whether it will take a legislative 
act or not. Take Chief Palmer, for example. He is living in a home. 
I call him, for argument’s sake, a prudent and careful man. He has 
lived in that home thirty or forty years and has been so prudent 
and careful that he has never had a fire in his home. He has 
watched the attic and the basement and all of the closets in his 
home for accumulations of trash. He has seen to it that all of the 
electrical equipment in his home has been properly installed. He 
has not had a fire for fifteen or twenty years, we will say. I, a care- 
less man, living next to him, permit things to accumulate upon my 
premises, and fire ensues. My property burns down and I perhaps 
injure my neighbor’s property by my carelessness and imprudence. 
If the hazards are the same for both those properties and Mr. 
Palmer pays the same rate as I do, I am the man that benefits by 
my carelessness, and he is penalized. 


There is another thing. Governor Morrison has gone down in 
history, I believe, as the Good Roads Governor. You can start any- 
where in North Carolina and go anywhere you want on a good road. 
Now, why was that done? In my humble opinion (I have never 
heard it said so, but in my humble opinion), it was to save wear 
and tear upon the vehicles in North Carolina, to save wear and 
tear on the horses and mules in North Carolina. These highways 
were not built as places on which to murder people or destroy prop- 
erty. But today we have the same situation, Mr. Newman, A -care- 
ful man has driven an automobile for ten, fifteen, or twenty years, 
I will say. He has never harmed a citizen of North Carolina or any 
other state. He has never destroyed his property upon the high- 
ways or the property of another on the highways. He is a prudent 
man; he is a man that wants to do good in his community. On the 
other hand we have the road hog. He thinks the roads were built 
for him. We see him driving on the highways at ten or twenty or 
thirty or forty or sixty-five miles an hour. He is in a hurry. Per- 
haps he has not worked for six months and has no work to do and 
does not need to be in a hurry. He has no respect for the rights of 
others. Yet when these men purchase collision insurance, liability 
insurance, fire and theft insurance, they get it at the same rates. 
So there is inequality. These are inequalities in North Carolina, 
and I think they ought to be corrected. It may be I shall not be 
here long enough to see them corrected, but I believe in the citizen- 
ship of North Carolina to the degree that I believe sometime these 


inequalities will be corrected. 


Are the firemen of North Carolina an asset to its citizenship?

cause of their doing better work t 
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dred and fifty towns in North Carolina where organizations exist. 
Colonel Walker Taylor has said that you are the ones who are 
making the rates in North Carolina, and that is so. Why is it that 
not a single other Southern State is enjoying the rate which North 
Carolina gets? The answer is, on account of your efficiency (or 
proficiency) in managing the fires in your town. That is why you 
are an asset. 


Finally, Mr. Mayor, I want to thank you on behalf of as brave 
a set of men as North Carolina produces. (Applause.) These men 
are engaged in a work like that of no other profession anywhere. 
Take the minister, the man who follows and is willing to follow 
the lowly Nazarene. When there is a man in his congregation that 
he knows is not living the right kind of life it is his duty and he 
wants to approach that man and talk to him about it. He does so, 
but before he approaches Bill Smith or Tom Jones he has oppor- 
tunity to sit down and deliberate what he shall say to him, be- 
cause if he makes a mistake, if he uses the wrong diplomacy, that 
man may be lost to that congregation. It is the same way with 
policemen. The policeman has a warrant to arrest someone. It may 
be a bad man, but he has time to consider what is the best way to 
approach that man. It is the same way with an attorney; the same 
way with a physician. But that is not so with you men. When that 
bell rings you rush to the place of that conflict, and you do not fol- 
low, in going to that conflict, martial music to lead you on; but in 
the stillness of the night, in the noontide, you rush there. And the 
captain of your company has not time to sit down and figure out 
what the best way to enter that building is and the best way to 
fight that flre; he has to rush in and do the best he can. 


So I say to you, Mr. Mayor and Senator Newman and Chief 
Zellers and the gentleman from the Chamber of Commerce, that 
Pak men you see in front of you are men who die that others may 
ive. 

And again, Mr. Mayor, I want to tell you, on behalf of every 
fireman present and every one who is not here, we appreciate the 
hospitality of the citizens of Wilmington. We are glad to be here. 
And I hope while we are here, firemen, that no word will be spoken 
and no act done that will discredit us among the citizens of this 
good City of Wilmington. (Applause.) And you, Mr. Mayor, who 
have been with us on many occasions, whom these men love, whose 
advice these men will listen to, we thank you from the bottom of 
our hearts; we are glad that we are able to be here and to accept 
your hospitality tendered now and which will be tendered later; 
and we hope that some good day these men will be able to return 
to you and your good citizens. 

(Applause.) 
President Palmer: Ladies and gentlemen, it is now my pleas- 
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ure and privilege to declare the Forty-eighth Annual Convention 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association open and ready 
for business. 


There are a few announcements I want to make, and I want at 
this time to recognize Sherwood rockwell. (Applause.) 


Before Mr. Brockwell starts, I will recognize the Mayor. 


Mayor Blair: Gentlemen, I don’t want to take up your time 
too much, but there has been a change in the program. Through no 
fault of ours, we find that it is impossible to have the bridge party 
for the ladies at Harbor Island. Instead it will be at my cottage 
at Carolina Beach. That is for ladies only. (I will be there.) The 
name of the cottage is “Ancient Mariner’. All visiting ladies and 
all wives and sisters and sweethearts of our Wilmington firemen 
are cordially invited, and we hope you will be there. Come whether 
you play bridge or not. If you do not play bridge you can sit on 
the porch, and we shall have some light refreshments. 


Another thing I want to announce is the carnival and street 
dance tonight at Carolina Beach. 


There is one other thing I want to call your attention to, and 
that is that we have found it necessary to change the race course. 
That was caused by the serious illness of one of our citizens, that 
developed after the race course was laid out and the program sent 
to the printers. He developed pneumonia, and the doctors would not 
allow his removal to the hospital, so we had to change the race 
course. 

The boys in our local fire department have made a special ef- 
fort to put on a memorial service in the morning that will be a 
credit to the Firemen’s Association of North Carolina. They have 
worked day and night on that service. It starts in the morning at 
nine-thirty, and it is expected that more people will try to attend 
that service than can be accommodated in this building. Arrange- 
ments have been made with the local radio station to broadcast it. 
I think you will miss something if you miss that service, so be here 
promptly. 

Mr. Sherwood Brockwell, State Fire Marshal, Raleigh: How 
did you like Colonel Taylor’s speech? (Applause.) I hope you will 
forgive me for being late, but I started down to get my breakfast 
this morning and met Colonel Taylor, and he told me he had to de- 
liver a speech here and didn’t know what to say. So I wrote his 
speech for him, and while he was delivering it I was eating my 
= a everybody else has been introduced to you this morning, 
I don’t know but that I think it is about time I introduced you to 
the distinguished guests we have on the platform. 
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With all due respect to every part of the life of North Caro- 
lina, we are again this morning creating a piece of history that 
possibly very few of you realize. In the year 1909 (?) the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association assembled in the City of 
Wilmington (?), North Carolina, for its annual convention; and 
that is the last time that any convention of the North Carolina 
Firemen’s Association, up until this morning, has ever met in a 
city where you could legally buy a drink of liquor. Today our fire- 
men are assembled in a city where we can, if we want to, go into a 
store and buy a drink of liquor. Gentlemen, I present to you as 
sober a convention as has met in the City of Wilmington during 
the last thirty-five years. (Laughter; applause.) Over half of them 
have come from territory where there are no A. B. C. stores and 
have not had opportunity, until last night and this morning, to go 
to an A. B. CG. store. Notwithstanding the fact that in that audi- 
ence out there are boys who are, for the first time, away from their 
homes on a trip, I present to you as sober a convention as you ever 
saw in your life. I want to say this to you: I am a Kiwanian and a 
Mason and am a member of the Episcopal Church. Out there are 
some five or six hundred delegates to the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s convention, and I haven’t heard “Sweet Adeline” yet. 
Never yet have I seen six hundred Episcopalians together in a con- 
vention where at least a few of them would not be showing out- 
ward signs of spiritual partaking. In six hundred Kiwanians, at 
least fifty of them would be singing “Sweet Adeline”, and if they 


were all Masons, every one of them would be showing his happi- 
ness. 


We have developed in this North Carolina State Firemen’s As- 
sociation the fastest reel team on earth, and I want to present at 
this time the Chief of the Kannapolis Fire Department, who brings 
a reel team. Stand up, Chief Taylor. (Applause.) 


Incidentally, we have produced the world’s champion hose- 
wagon team. I want to present the Chief of the Statesville 
Fire Department. Stand up, Chief, please. The Chief of the States- 
ville Fire Department please stand up. He is not in the house. They 
established a record which has never been lowered. 


In this congregation we have this morning two men whom 
nothing save the grace of God allows to be in this hall this morn- 
ing, two men who have been down through the valley of the shadow 
of death and have been spared to come back to us. On the plat- 
form sits a man the daily papers of whose city had blocked in 
mourning lines: “Chief Bennett Can Not Recover”. Chief Bennett, 
stand up and let’s see how well you look. (Chief Bennett stood up.) 


Sitting out in the audience today is a man with whom your 
President and Secretary and Fire Marshal shook hands on his hos- 
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pital bad and never expected to see again, though we did not tell 
him so. Stand up, Luddie Croom, and let us see you. 


We have another man in the audience, a man who, when he 
reached three score years and ten, decided life begins at seventy. 
He is the patriarch of eastern North Carolina. Stand up, P. S. B. 
Harper, and let us see you. 


I want to present Jerome Flora, from Elizabeth City—the 
Mayor of that town. We asked you this year to bring your mayors 
to this convention. Stand up, Jerome. He is so modest he will not 
come to the platform. 


As I said, we asked you this year to bring your mayors with 
you. Stand up, those who did. Come up, Chief, to the front and 
bring your Mayor. I want to present to you the Honorable L. T. 
Rose, Mayor of Clayton. Clayton had four men and their other 
mayor at the fire school this year. 


I want to present Chief Lee Ribet of the fine little town of 
Valdese, and he will present his mayor. 


The Mayor of Valdese was presented. 


Mr. Brockwell: I present E. W. Spires, of Edenton. Chief Hall 
picked out a mighty fine young man and brought along with him. 
The Mayor and the Chief of Edenton. 


Are there any other mayors in the house? Are there any celeb- 
rities in here? We do not want to get into politics, but you have 
here more poll holders to the square foot than you will ever have 
again, and if you are in the house we want to see you. If there is 
anyone running for a State office, come to the front. Come on, 
George MacNeill. Is there anybody else running for Lieutenant 
Governor? (Laughter; applause.) 


Mr. George MacNeill: Mr. President, fellow firemen, ladies, 
and gentlemen: Sherwood Brockwell has placed me in a very em- 
parrassing position. I made a promise to the firemen a few years 
ago that if I were in the presence of the gallant firemen and were 
called upon to say something and did not attempt to say something, 
I hoped my tongue would cleave to the roof of my mouth. I am 
standing here today to fulfill that promise. Inasmuch as Mr. Brock- 
well has called on me, I feel that on account of the position which 
my father held so many years I should say something. I was sit- 
ting back in the rear having a mighty good time, renewing old 
friendships, making new ones, listening to the speeches, especially 
the one made by my friend, the Hon. Harriss Newman. I would 


much prefer that to being up here. 


That reminds me of a story told of an Ameriean boy who was 
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in France during the war. Just before a battle he became very 
much seared. He went to the rear with another boy, and they came 
to a cemetery. You boys know that the stones are very small 
crosses. They became involved in an argument as to whether they 
were tombstones or milestones, and an officer came up and said, 
“What are you boys doing here? Do you know who I am?” “No, 
sir.” “I-am General Blank.” “Good God, General,” said the first boy, 
“T didn’t know we had got that far in the rear.” 


I heard the late lamented Will Rogers make a speech several 
years ago. He was on the program to speak at eleven o’clock, but 
the program progressed slowly, and it was one-thirty before our 
friend Will had a chance to talk. One of the speakers preceding 
him was Governor Bulow, of South Dakota, who said in the course 
of his remarks that it was one of the first speeches he had made 
before an Eastern audience. When Will Rogers got up he said: 
“That guy from South Dakota said he was seared. I am not scared; 
I am sleepy. I was in a room last night with a man who could out- 
snore any man I ever heard. He was a fireman.” 


Now, gentlemen, in this organization we have had such men as 
Ben Douglas, of Greensboro, Colonel Wood, from Asheville, and 
just scores of others; Charlie Harris, of —_—__———————_.. These 
men created this organization, and we should be proud of it. They 
could not have done it without support from you men, and I am 


sure Mr. Miller, your efficient Secretary, will bear me out in that 
statement. 


You have two features of this organization which are very val- 
uable, the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund and the Firemen’s 
Relief Fund. We should all avail ourselves of those things. The 
Firemen’s Relief Fund is the backbone of this Association. Certain 
men in the legislature of North Carolina, year after year, sent 
there by certain interests, sat there and prevented this legislation 
from going through. Finally a bill was passed to you partial relief. 
Now, my old dad has been given credit for securing this legislation. 
With all respect to him, it should not have been. Down in my town 
was a man who fought by dad tooth and nail. But when the firemen 
of the State put aside their differences and stood shoulder to shoul- 
der, they got this legislation through. 

I thank you. 


Mr. Brockwell: Gentlemen, it is always a pleasure to us to in- 
vite men other than those from our own ranks to take part in our 
conventions. We have some distinguished citizens here this morn- 
ing, as well as mayors. We want you; we beg you to come; I 
wanted you to come to a convention of North Carolina firemen and 
see what they really are and remember that when you get home. 
We beg you to take part in all our proceedings this week and beg 
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you on bended knee to sit in here and get first-hand knowledge of 
what this Association is and what our firemen are. I hope you re- 
alize that you are now sitting in a convention which is the largest 
organization of firemen on the face of the earth which does not 
have a chiefs’ organization as a part of it; and the reason that it 
hasn’t is because, from the inception of the North Carolina Fire- 
men’s Association up until this minute, every man, whatever his 
rank in a fire department, when appointed a delegate, has the same 
rank and the same voice in this convention as the chief from the 
biggest town of North Carolina or the President of your State or- 
ganization. That is a consideration which is not universal. As a 
rule, when coming on a convention floor you get matters which have 
been discussed by the chiefs of your departments, discussed and 
brought to you. That is not the case here. Every matter that comes 
to you this week, and I hope forever, will be subject to the discus- 
sion, the desires, and the votes of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association. (Applause.) That is what makes us big. 


I want to say especially to the young men who have come to 
the convention to participate in the races; let me say this to you 
again; you are making history. This is the first time in twenty-nine 
years that you have been brought to a town where you could, if 
you wanted to, buy liquor legally. Senator Newman, who knows 
what he is talking about, has told you about the experiments that 
have been made and how it is hoped that we are coming out of the 
darkness in North Carolina. The success of whiskey control in 
North Carolina is being tested this week as it has never been tested 
to a large extent. If the firemen of North Carolina stay here this 
week, with the full right to go down to the A. B. C. store and buy 
liquor, and go home profoundly sober, gentlemen, then it will be a 
real test. I am a two-quart (?) man. If I thought a drink of whis- 
key would do me good, I would go and get it. But I would rather 
that my good wife would have to hire a hearse and come down here 
for me than to get drunk. Let’s show the State of North Carolina 
that we have not only hair on our chests but have enough gray 
matter in our heads to control liquor, and I shall thank you.

TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


The meeting was called to order by President Palmer at two 
o’clock. 
President Palmer: We will now have the report of the Creden- 


tials Committee. The Secretary will call the roll. 

Secretary Miller called the roll. 

Secretary Miller: Mr. President, the roll as called is the report 
of the Credentials Committee, respectfully submitted and signed by 
the committee. 


The President: Gentlemen, you have heard the report of the 
Credentials Committee. What is your wish? 
Upon motion, duly seconded, the report was adopted. 


President Palmer: The next thing on the program is the re- 
port of the President. I will ask the Vice-President to take the 
chair. 


Vice-President Long takes the chair, and the President read 
his report, as follows:

Gentlemen: I wish to thank each and every one of you for the 
dent, during the past year. 


fine spirit of cooperation that you have shown me, as your presi- 


I have had the pleasure of visiting a number of fire depart- 
ments during the year and attending the meetings of the Sandhill 
Firemen’s Association at Fayetteville and the Eastern Carolina 
Firemen’s Association held in Mount Olive. I was very much im- 
pressed with the work that those two associations were doing in 
their local communities. I, also, attended, as your representative, 
the meeting of the annual State Firemen’s Association of South 
Carolina, which was held in Bennettsville. I, also, had the pleasure 
of attending, as your representative, the first fire college and drill 
school ever held by the South Carolina Association in Columbia on 
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August 6th, 7th, 8th. This school was inaugurated and directed by 
Sherwood Brockwell. 


I am also glad to report that our last fire college and drill 
school, which was held in Asheville on May 8th, 9th, 10th, was as 
in the past a great: success. There were more students registered 
than ever before and too much praise cannot be given to Sherwood 
Brockwell, our director, who secured some of the greatest speakers 
among the fire fighting fraternity of this country, among whom 
were Chief Thos. F. Daughtery, formerly of the New York Fire De- 
partment, T. Alfred Fleming of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, Horatio Bond of the National Fire Protection Association, 
and a number of our own men who took part. 


During the year I have called six meetings of the executive 
committee, which were as follows: Charlotte, August 13, 1934; 
Concord, December 11, 1934; Greensboro, February 27, 1935; Ashe- 
ville, May 9, 1935; Fayetteville, July 26, 1935; Greensboro, August 
16, 1935. 

At the Greensboro meeting of February 27, 1935, we also had 
present the Legislative Committee, which was appointed by your 
president relative to a resolution offered at the Salisbury meeting 
and the Charlotte meeting, setting forth the working hours of paid 
firemen. After a lengthy discussion pro and con among those pres- 
ent and after reading replies from several cities and towns that this 
law would affect if enacted, your Executive Committee felt that this 
matter was entirely a local matter and that the hours of the fire- 
men should be regulated by the municipalities that were affected 
and your Executive Committee offered their services to any fire 
department who wished it in order to use their influence to secure 
the two platoon system. We did not feel that this Association 
should try to have a law enacted which would force any municipal- 
ity to accept in which the local municipality and fire department 
did not want. 

During the year I appointed your vice president, Chief W. S. 
Long, as chairman of a committee to see to the placement of a por- 
trait of the Hon. James D. McNeil, past president of our Associa- 
tion, in the Hall of History. I wish to thank Chief Long for the fine 
program which was arranged and was held in Raleigh on Decem- 
ber 20th, 1934, at which time our governor, J. C. B. Ehringhaus, 
and several other prominent citizens took part. 


I am very much pleased to report to you that the finances of 
this Association are in excellent shape. We have tried at all times 
to run the Association on an economical basis. I wish to commend 
the Executive Committee for their interest to this end. 


Gentlemen, in closing this report which I have tried to make 
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as brief as possible there is one recommendation that I would like 
to make and that is this—that this Association go on record as set- 
ting the dates of our next meeting or future meetings on the 2nd 
Monday in August and let everyone know who wishes to invite us 
or to anyone wishing to attend our meeting that these are the dates 
on which we meet. This will enable our delegates to make all ar- 
rangements in advance for the meeting. 


In closing I again wish to thank the officers and members of 
this Association for their fine spirit of cooperation and also the fine 
spirit of cooperation shown by the Hon. Dan C. Boney and his office 
during the past year.

On motion, duly seconded, and put to vote by the Vice-Presi- 
dent, the President’s report was accepted.

President Palmer: At this time I want to recognize Sherwood 
Brockwell. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: Gentlemen, this morning I was called 
upon to introduce some gentlemen. Two of the gentlemen whom I 
wanted to introduce to you were not here. 


There is one thing I think you should know with respect to the 
President’s address that the President inadvertently left out. When 
matter, the Legislative Committee, acting in conjunction with your 
we had that meeting in Greensboro, in discussing that important 
Executive Committee, called into conference at that time the Presi- 
dent of the League of Municipalities of North Carolina, represent- 
ing the mayors of the State; and the result of that was not only 
the consensus of opinion of your regular delegates but after a con- 
ference with the man who is the President of the League of Munic- 
ipalities of North Carolina. 


Gentlemen, there is one formula which has never been changed, 
and that is that it takes five years to make a fireman and after a 
man has been a fireman he is never anything else but a fireman as 
long as he lives. Another formula is this; once a horse smells saw- 
dust, he is a circus horse as long as he lives. I want to present to 
you a man who has served five years, and, whatever else the people 
of the State think of him, he is nothing else but a fireman. At this 
time I want to present to you the Honorable Secretary of State of 
North Carolina, Mr. Wade. (Applause.) 


Hon. Stacey W. Wade, Secretary of State of North Carolina, 


Raleigh: Mr. President, and members of the fire departments of 
North Carolina: | 
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I am very happy indeed to have the privilege of appearing be- 
fore you and saying a word. I don’t know whether Sherwood 
Brockwell meant for me to say anything or not. One of the regrets 
of my life is that I resigned as Insurance Commissioner and lost 
touch with the firemen. If I was not the best Insurance Commis- 
sioner I was next to the best. We have had only three. Colonel 
Young served for a long time. Then I went into office, and I was 
succeeded by Dan Boney, who has been in ten years and will be 
there the rest of his life. So I was next to the best. Do you get 
that? (Applause.) 


On account of your activities you have just about put one pro- 
fession out of business in this State. I was talking to a fire insur- 
ance adjuster in Raleigh this week, and he said: “We are just about 
on the rocks, and it looks to me like the special agents of the fire 
insurance companies in the State will have to go on relief.” I asked 
why. He said: “We don’t have any fires, don’t have anything to ad- 
just.” So I say, God bless our firemen. (Applause.) 


I am happy to be with you and hope to have the opportunity 
of shaking hands with each one of you. 


Mr. Brockwell: Thank you, Mr. Wade. 


Colonel Young, whom all of you older ones reverence and re- 
spect and love, is at present confined to his home in Raleigh as the 
result of an automobile accident a year ago. It was with great re- 
luctance that we let Colonel Young go, but following him came 
Stacey Wade. Then we had a boy named Dan Boney, your present 
Insurance Commissioner, who will be here tomorrow. He is an old 
Kinston boy and some kin to Press Harper.

Secretary Miller: Before I sit down I want to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that last year these towns did not receive their re- 
lief fund, as follows: 


Ahoskie, Badin, Beaufort, Belmont, Boone, Columbia, Enka, 
Franklinton, Fremont, Jacksonville, Littleton, Marshal, Nashville, 
Newton, Old Fort, Pinetops, Plymouth, Rowland, Snow Hill, Spruce 
Pine. 

I can not understand why our firemen in these towns can not 
comply with the law. They have only two or three things to do: 
Pay a per capita tax of fifty cents per man; make an annual report 
to Mr. Boney by October 31st of each year; and attend this con- 
vention. Mr. Boney, the Insurance Commissioner, paid this amount, 
$758, to our State Relief Fund, which should have gone to some of 
the smaller departments. That ought to be stopped; you ought to 
have that.

President Palmer: The next report we have is that of the 
Statistician. Mr. Harris. 


Mr. Charles C. Harris, Statistician, Rocky Mount: Before I 
give you this report I wish to preface it with a few remarks. Real- 
izing that statistics, at best, are dull, and realizing that this year 
we have made the best loss ratio in years in this district, I have 
decided to try to bring you today a message regarding the terrible 
toll taken in human lives by fire and to try to stress its prevention. 
I hope you will realize that in hearing this report. 


Mr. President, Members of the North Carolina Firemen’s As- 
sociation, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

For the tenth time I have had the honor and pleasure to come 
before you and bring as near as possible the true picture of our 
fire losses for the State of North Carolina. With few exceptions, 
each year I have presented these statistics with a feeling of pride, 
because through your untiring efforts and great work we have been 
able to reduce our losses each year over the preceding one, and so 
in giving you the figures for 1934, I want to say you are truly to 
be congratulated for you have done a noble job. 


In 1934 our fire losses were $1,925,636.00 as compared with 
$4,588,349.00 in 1933 or a decrease of $2,662,713.00. This is the low- 
est fire loss in the history of our State for any one year, and only 
three times before have we been able to get below the $5,000,000.00 
mark, and this was in 1928, 1929 and 1933. This is truly a great 
record, and in establishing this record I think we can see a true 
reflection of the great work done by our Fire College and Drill 
School, and again I want to take this opportunity to congratulate 
our Dean, Sherwood Brockwell, and his fine corps of trained as- 


. 
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sistants. 


May I also call your attention to the fine per capita loss record 
shown by some of the larger cities in the State? For the second 
time Asheville tops the list with a per capita loss of $.46; Raleigh 
comes second with a per capita loss of $.56; Winston-Salem third 
with $.61; and Greensboro fourth with $.62. These are really won- 
derful records and we should be proud of them. The per capita loss 
for the entire State was $2.08. 


And now may I divert your attention from the fine record of 
our State to that of our Nation, where we do not find such fine rec- 
ords? If I were to pass the hat asking every head of a family here 
to drop in $4.00 for each member of his household as a tribute to 
the pagan God Moloch; if further I were to ask you to join me in 
going over a list of citizens of our various communities to select 
two adults and one child for each 39,000 population to be burned 
alive as a sacrifice, you would in your wrath ride me out of town 
on a fast rail. And yet each year for many years past the people 
of America with the greatest complacency have been sacrificing to 


this Pagan God ten thousand human lives and an average of half a 
billion dollars in property. In our own fair state, according to this 
ratio, based on our population, we sacrificed last year 92 useful, 
dear lives to this Pagan God, and yet these percentages do not ring 
true for we actually placed in the arms of this God, some 200 
lives of the citizens of this state as a human sacrifice. 


I am telling you nothing new. You will recognize these figures 
at once as America’s annual tribute to Fire, the greatest per capita 
toll of any nation on earth. I am telling you nothing new when I 
remind you that a large percentage of fires are preventable. In 
fact, I propose to say not a syllable today to add to your knowl- 
edge: Of knowledge there is plenty; application of that knowledge 
is scanty. Rather let us for a few minutes with a white hot brand- 
ing iron sear into our consciousness some well known facts and 
their significance, that the impression may remain in our minds for 
at least three hundred sixty-five days to come. 


May I here hurriedly mention some of the causes of fires that 
is annually costing the citizens of these United States millions of 
dollars? Exposure fires, $30,000,000.00; matches, cigarette butts 
and hot ashes costing another $30,000,000.00; electricity $20,000,- 
000.00; gasoline and petroleum products $25,000,000.00; spontan- 
eous combustion $18,000,000.00; incendearism well runs over the 
$100,000,000.00; and causes unknown taxes us $200,000,000.00 per 
year. These figures almost stagger the human mind and yet we 


have a hard time to arouse the public to our only remedy—Fire 
Preparedness and Fire Prevention. 
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Everyone has seen the picture of the Pagan Fire God, Moloch; 
head of a bull, squat body of a man, a fire roaring through the hol- 
low metal figure, making the whole body red hot, his stubby arms 
extended rigidly from the elbows and on those red hot arms a lit- 
tle naked baby—a human sacrifice to the Fire God. We can almost 
see the smoke and smell the burning flesh. Too horrible to mention. 
Perhaps. But that was only a picture of what was reported to have 
happened in far-off Pagan times. More horrible is the actuality in 
our Twentieth Century America—A burnt offering of hundred of 
millions of dollars in property and thousands of human lives each 
year sacrificed to this Pagan God of Fire, Moloch. 


When will it cease? Who knows? How? Who can tell? Not, 
I believe, by any big spectacular event flaring across the headlines 
of the papers. When a still small voice whispers into your con- 
sciousness and into mine that needless waste is particularly wanton 
in time of woteful want; that a human body burned to ashes is as 
strong an indictment against our civilization as a human body rid- 
dled with machine gun bullets; then, I believe we shall all begin 
with the little things of our daily life to do our part to help turn 
America from its leadership in fire waste to leadership in Fire Pre- 
vention. Let’s continue to do our part. 

I thank you.

The President: Gentlemen, the next report will be that of the 
Fire College and Drill School, by Sherwood Brockwell. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell, State Fire Marshal, Raleigh: Before 
we begin that, there is such an important point that came through 
in the Statistician’s report that I want to call your attention to it. 
As you know, North Carolina has had to cut corners in so many 
ways during the last few years, but today North Carolina paper is 
worth more than any other State’s. To do that, it became necessary 
in the Insurance Department to cut out the persons who for years 
had kept up the fire statistics. Realizing that, and that these sta- 
tistics are of vital importance to you, Mr. Boney called me into con- 
ference and, with his back to the wall, and not one cent left for 
getting up those data, asked what he should do. My reply was that 
if the firemen of the State of North Carolina would send them in I 
would use my Sundays and my hours at night cheerfully in getting 
that important information to you. (Applause.) Notwithstanding 
the fact that I do not have available at all times a stenographer, 
those statistics have been compiled and are ready for you. 


I believe everybody here knows from that report the import- 


ance of those figures. It is for your information, that the other 
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fellow may know what you are doing, and that you may know what 
the other fellow is doing. But we can not compile the statistics un- 
less you send them in. So every month, if you do not have a fire, 
take a one-cent postal card and write on it, ““We did not have a fire 
this month”, and send it to me. Or, if you have a fire, fill out one 
of the blanks that we furnish and send us that.

I, your conductor, am extremely proud of what has been 
done. But never let it get in your head that any one man could 
have ever done that. We started off with three on the Committee, 
and I say that no man living has ever had better assistance in this 
work than rendered your fire school through Mr. Fitzgerald of 
Asheville and Mr. Croom of Wilmington. The school itself has de- 
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veloped a faculty which is marvelous. I want to read these names, 
so that you may place credit where credit is due. 

J. C. Fitzgerald, Member Fire College and Drill School Com- 
mittee. 

J. L. Croom, Member Fire College and Drill School Committee. 

J. R. Thomas, Drill Master. 

C. L. Burkett, Drill Master. 

A. Y. Cottrell, Drill Master. 

They are the men who are responsible for the success of your 
school. 

Please let me say one thing. In last year’s report you will see 
that at one fire school Sherwood Brockwell received $11 and some- 
thing and $12 and something for expenses. That was magnani- 
mously corrected by Mr. Miller in his report and put down to books, 
pencils, etc. Being fortunate enough to be a fireman, and being 
fortunate enough to be connected with an Insurance Department 
which has had only three Commissioners, and being fortunate in 
that all three Commissioners have held the success of this fire- 
men’s school close to their hearts, whatever has been done by 
Brockwell is due to the magnificent connection he has had with 
the insurance companies and the Insurance Department through 
our present Commissioner. I can say that anything Brockwell has 
done has never cost one member of this Association one lousy cent. 


If I can keep my health I want to do one more thing. (If any- 
one thinks I am slipping physically, come on up here.) But the fact 
is with three men, no matter how physically proficient they are, if 
you put two hundred and eighty-three men in a fire school that is 
more than you can expect from any three men on earth. We are not 
slipping, but the thing is going up. I want to recommend to you 
that you say to your Executive Committee, or allow your Execu- 
tive Committee, to increase your Fire School Committee to five, in- 
cluding the two men I have just mentioned. With that I think we 
can carry on, and we hope, with the cooperation of you men and 
the help of God, to further reduce that fire loss and that life loss 
which was so forcibly brought to you by your Statistician. 


With that, gentlemen, I thank you for listening to this long 
harangue of mine, 


The President: You have heard the report of the Fire College 
and Drill School. What will you do with it? 


On motion, duly seconded, the report of the Fire Marshal, with 
the recommendation, was accepted. 


President Palmer: I wish a few of you would come up and get 
some of these minutes to distribute. Then you can look at them to- 


night and study them tonight, and tomorrow we will have the cor- 
rection of last year’s minutes. 
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One announcement I want to make is that there will be a street 
dance at Carolina Beach tonight, at nine-thirty. 

The memorial service will be held tomorrow morning at nine- 
thirty in this building. We want every man here, and we want to 
start on time. 

Right after the memorial service we shall have a rest of ten 
minutes and then convene the convention, and our intention is not 
to rush over anything, but what we want.to do is to hurry up and 
have no lost motion, so we can go right straight through and, if 
possible, instead of having an afternoon session tomorrow, run 
right and adjourn possibly at one o’clock. I want every one of you 
in his seat at nine-thirty in the morning. 

If there is no further business right now, a motion to adjourn 
is in order. 

' On motion, duly offered, seconded, and carried, the meeting 
was adjourned at four o’clock p. m. 


WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 28TH 


The North Carolina State Firemen’s Association met in Thal- 
ian Hall, Wilmington, for its memorial session. After a musical se- 
lection, the convention was called to order by the President at nine- 


thirty o’clock a. m. 
Invocation 


Reverend Father James Manley,

Our Father Who art in Heaven, giver of life and master of 
death, we have gathered here this morning to honor the memory of 
our firemen whom Thou hast summoned to answer the last alarm 
and to find rest with Thee.

Give us at this hour the 
faith that we may again be touched by silent hands and hear the 
music of voices that are silent. Imbue our hearts with the everlast- 
ing hope of immortality that banishes sorrow and causes assurance 
of a happy reunion upon the shores of Thy beautiful land. Enable 
us to read aright the tablets of love and memory, and may we learn 
from the records of our departed brothers how best to live our 
own lives. Imbue our hearts with true charity, incline our souls to 
justice, and so broaden our intellects that all may find rest and 
happiness beneath the mantle of brotherly love. Help us to keep 
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alive the memory of our departed firemen, and may our thoughts 
of them grow sweeter with the passing years. Amen.

President Palmer: We shall now have the reading of the 
Twenty-third Psalm by Dr. Edwin F. Keever, pastor of St. Paul’s 
Lutheran Church, Wilmington, and past chaplain of the North Car- 
olina Department of the American Legion. 


Dr. Edwin F. Keever: I read an ancient Hebrew psalm, which, 
next to the Lord’s Prayer, has become the most universal prayer of 
the whole Christian church; and I know of no better prayer, by day 
or night, to be offered up to the throne of grace by a fireman. 


Dr. Keever then read the Twenty-third Psalm, “The Lord Is 
My Shepherd’, 

Chief Frank W. Bennett, of Durham, sang, as a solo, “Open 
The Gates of The Temple”. 

President Palmer: We shall have now the roll call of the mem- 
bers who have passed on during the year.

Memorial Address 


AN HOUR OF MEMORIES 


Dr. Allen P. Brantley, 
Pastor, Trinity Methodist Church, Wilmington 


My Esteemed Friends: I come as one sharing with you in the 
sacred memories of this occasion. I count it no little honor to be in 
the ranks of those living who out of love do respectfully revere the 
honored dead. We meet today for a purpose that has the dignity 
and the tenderness of a funeral rite without its sadness. It is not a 
new bereavement, but one that time has softened, that brings us 
together. We meet not around a newly opened grave but among 
those which nature has already decorated with the memorials of 
her love. Above every tomb her daily sunshine has smiled; her 
tears have wept; over the humblest she has bidden some grass 
nestle, some vines creep, and the butterfly, the ancient emblem of 
immortality, to wave his little wings above every sod. To nature’s 
signs of tenderness we add our own—not “ashes to ashes, dust to 
dust”, but blossom to blossom, laurels to the laureled. 


This hour has been set aside by you as an hour of sacred mem- 
ories, memories of your friends and fellow-firemen, men like you, 
who gave the last full measure of devotion to their calling and to 
the service of humanity. As an hour, therefore, devoted to sacred 
memories, you will tenderly recall first: 


Memories of Friendship. Since your meeting a year ago twen- 
ty of your friends have answered their last call. Needless to say, 
you will miss their friendly handclasp and the genial smile by 
which they were known. You will long remember them not because 
of a smile or of a friendly gesture, but because of an intimate and 
sacred relationship between you. If I were to compare your friend- 
ship with each other in your service for humanity and the general 
welfare of the public, I could do no greater honor than to mention 


comparatively the experience of Damon and Pythias, David and 
Jonathan, Rogers and Post. 


Time is never lost if friends are made. I take it, therefore, that 
you have utilized a great deal of your time, for you are apparently 
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one great family. For that reason you will miss these fallen com- 
rades of yours with a painful sorrow and an aching void unsoothed. 
As time moves on, and the years begin to multiply between you 
and your friends who have made the last long run, you will ap- 
preciate more and more the sacred memories of your friendship. 
Alone with memory, recollections will carry you back to other days; 
and with the softness of tender grief mingled with tears of joy, 
you will utter in an undertone: 


“T shot an arrow into the air; 

It fell to earth I know not where, 
For so swiftly it flew, the sight 
Could not follow it in its flight. 


I breathed a song into the air; 

It fell to earth I know not where, 

For who has sight so keen and strong 
That it can follow the flight of a song? 


Long, long afterward, in an oak 
I found the arrow, still unbroke; 
And the song, from beginning to end, 
I found again in the heart of a friend.” 


This hour has been dedicated to sacred memories as a public 
gesture in commemorating your fellowship with departed friends. 
Words are far too inadequate to express your deep and abiding re- 
lations with those men. It is not our purpose to describe your feel- 
ing and appreciation of their friendship, for your abiding love for 
them will speak louder than any words we may utter. We merely 
try, in our feeble effort, to represent the surface of your feeling 
and your sympathetic understanding for them. 


What we say during this hour of memories will not affect 
those who have run the last race. Little that we say will be re- 
membered, but our overture of love for them will not be quickly 
forgotten. It is our one hope and ever-increasing desire that you 
shall be mightily impressed by the contribution made to society, in 
such an immeasurable degree that you will henceforth be deter- 
mined to follow in the footsteps of all your worthy predecessors. 
If this be true, this hour of memories will not have been in vain. 
If we could but attain that incomparable and coveted treasure of 
friendship so that we could truthfully say: 
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“Let me live in a house by the side of the road 
Where the race of men go by, 

The men who are good and the men who are bad, 
As good and as bad as I. 


I would not sit in the scorner’s seat 
Or hurl the cynic’s ban; 

Let me live in a house by the side of the road 
And be a friend to man. 


I see from my house by the side of the road 
By the side of the highway of life 

The men who press on with the ardor of hope, 
The men who are faint with the strife. 


But I turn not away from their smiles and their tears, 
Both parts of an infinite plan— 

Let me live in a house by the side of the road 
And be a friend to man.” 


When you can say that with all the sincerity of your soul, you 
will have risen to the ranks of your most worthy forbears. 

Having dedicated this hour to sacred memories, you will recall 
with pride not only memories of friendship but memories of: 


Incomparable Courage. No night was ever too dark, no day 
was ever too cold, no danger too hazardous, no hours too long, and 
no peril too threatening for those men to stay their hands or slack 
their steps. They impatiently waited to volunteer their services for 
anyone caught in the hazards of firetraps. They were the minute 
men of our day, who answered the call without question when they 
saw the light or heard the call. They were the men who kept un- 
ending watch day and night, that our work may go on unperturbed 
and our sleep undisturbed. 


Fire under control is of service to society, but fire out of con- 
trol can be the fiercest and deadliest enemy of man. No fire was 
ever too hot, no flame was ever too wild and ferocious for them to 
attack. Some lost their lives in their courageous effort to conquer 
the leaping flames. They went to their death in defense of our 
homes, with matchless courage written over every inch of their 
bodies. 

IT recall that classic illustration of a fireman’s noble sacrifice. 
A mother, having left her year-old child in her apartment while 
she went to a nearby market, was attracted by a passing fire en- 
gine but soon dismissed it from her mind, saying that “It is just 
another fire.” A little later, when she returned to her apartment, 
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she was horror-stricken to find her own home gutted by the merci- 
less flames. She rushed up to the captain and said: “My baby—she 
is up there.” “But no one can go in there,” said the captain; “it 
will mean the death of anyone who tries it.” A fireman standing 
by said, “Captain, I have a little baby at home, and I know how 
this woman feels; let me go.” “Go,” said the captain, without a 
moment’s hesitation. Through smoke and flame rushed the fireman, 
headlong in death’s very door. Presently he appeared at a window, 
called for the net, and dropped the child to safety. But before he 
could regain his balance the walls caved in and buried him beneath 
the angry flames and smoking debris. Now, twenty-five years af- 
terwards, a young lady can be seen every week going to a certain 
cemetery carrying a bouquet of flowers, which she places on an un- 
marked grave. A stranger passing by one day said to her, “Your 
father, I eos or your brother or husband?” “No,” said the 
young woman, “I don’t know his name; I wish I did. I don’t know 
how he looked; I only know he died that I might live.” 


I call your attention to the striking parallel to that Holy One 
of Gallile, who died that we might all live, Christ, the Son of the 
Living God. To that unknown fireman and to that unmarked grave 


I dedicate this poem: 


“What was his name? I do not know his name; 

I only know he heard God’s voice and came, 
Brought all he had, without money or fee, 
To live and work for God and me, 

And at the end without memorial died. 

No blaring trumpets sounded out his fame; 

He lived; he died; I do not know his name. 


No form of bronze and no memorial stones 
Show me the place where lie his mouldering bones. 
Only a cheerful city stands, 
Built and protected by his handened hands. 
Ten thousand homes 
Where every day the cheerful play 
Of love and hope and courage comes, 
These are his MONUMENTS, and these alone. 
There is no form of bronze and no memorial stone.” 


I have stood, on occasion, on the bank of a great stream, just 
as the sun was painting golden splendor in the west. I have seen a 
steamer ploughing up the river with a stringed band on board; and, 
asI stood amidst the glory of a departing day, the music was waft- 
ed across the water and there was brought a sweetness and a 
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beauty to my soul that only music can inspire. Long after the boat 
had passed around the bend in the river, after the sun had set and 
the twilight shadows of evening had gathered, the music came back 
to me. I am thinking today that we are sitting listening to the mu- 
sie of departed lives, for, after all, lives well lived do not die, but 
gather power and glory and sweetness in the lives they touch. 
Someone has said our lives are songs and God writes the words. 
We set them to music at pleasure, and the song grows glad or 
Sweet or sad as we choose to fashion the rough. 


In the sanctity of this occasion, in the solemnity of the mem- 
ory of the departed, let us catch inspiration for service, remem- 
bering the great injunction of the Apostle to the Gentiles, when 
he said: “Be not weary in well doing, for in due season he shall 
reap if ye faint not.” May the inspiration of this sacred occasion 
therefore cause us to pray in unison: 

In the sanctity of this occasion, in the solemnity of the memory 


“God, give us men! 

Men with great hearts and minds, true faith and ready hands, 
Men whom the lust of office does not fill; 

Men whom the spoils of office can not buy; 

Men who possess opinions and a will; 

Men who have HONOR; men who will not LIE; 

Men who can stand before a demagogue 

And damn his treacherous flatteries without winking. 

Tall men, sun-crowned, who live above the fog, 

In public duty and in private thinking; 


For, while the rabble, with their thumb-worn creeds, 
Their large professions and their little DEEDS, 
Mingle in selfish tsrife, Lo, freedom weeps, 

Wrong rules the land, and waiting justice sleeps. 


God give us men; , 

Men who serve not for Selfish booty, 
But real men, flinching not at duty; 
Men of dependable character; 

Men of sterling worth; 


Then wrongs will be redressed, 
And right will rule the earth. 
God give us men.” 


My friends, God has answere 
are here today, for there lie with 
dead sixteen men whose lives w 


d that prayer, and that is why we 
in the bounds of your cities of the 
ere living witnesses unto the prin- 
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ciples of noble living. They truly served and sacrificed not for self 
but for others. They were true and faithful even unto the end. 


And now, my esteemed friends, I close this address. Some day 
we, too, shall join this silent band; in death we shall rest. But do 
not look forward in dread; death is only the beginning, it is the 
door to a greater life, it is the fulfillment of God’s plan, that we 
may have eternal life with Him. So live your lives cleanly and 
beautifully, fulfill your moral obligations, and be ever faithful to 
your fellow men, even unto death. Amen. 


The First Baptist Church quartet sang the symn, “For All 
The Saints Who From Their Labors Rest’. 


President Palmer: The benediction will be said by Dr. Alex- 
ander Miller, rector of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, Wilmington. 


Dr. Alexander, Miller: “And now may the blessing of God 
Almighty, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost, be with us and 
abide with us always. Amen.” 

The memorial meeting then adjourned. 


FINAL BUSINESS SESSION 


WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 28TH 


Following a ten-minute intermission after the memorial exer- 
cises, the Association re-convened and the meeting was called to 
order by the President. 


President Palmer: The house will now come to order. I want 
to recognize Mr. Brockwell at this time. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: I want to present to you again the 
Honorable Walter H. Blair, Mayor of the City of Wilmington, who 
will introduce some gentlemen. Mayor Blair. 


Hon. Walter H. Blair, Mayor of Wilmington: Friends, back of 
everything that is done by the Board of City Commissioners, wheth- 
er it is done by the fire chief, the mayor, or anyone else, we have to 
have the full Board of Commissioners, and I want to say that our 
Board has cooperated one hundred per cent. with the fire depart- 
ment in our city. I want to present now the other two members of 
the Board of Commissioners of Wilmington: the Honorable W. 
Louis Fisher, Commissioner of Finance and Mayor Pro Tem; and 
the Honorable James E. L. Wade, Commissioner of Public Works. 


Hon. W. Louis Fisher, Commissioner of Finance: Gentlemen, 
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we are delighted that you are with us in this convention. We don’t 
want to have you stay away from us as long as you did stay. 


I know you are rushing to get through your program, so I 
shall not take up your time. It looks like the rain is coming, but 
we will try to hold it off. I hope you will have a most pleasant and 
successful meeting. 


Hon. James E. L. Wade, Commissioner of Public Works: Gen- 
tlemen from all parts of North Carolina, I want to extend to you 
my greetings—personal greetings from me. I just hope that you 
will have such a good time that you will come back to us soon. The 
City is with you; if there is anything we can do, or that my de- 
partment, the Public Works Department, can do for you, we hope 
that you will call upon us to do it for you. 


It is a privilege to be presented to such a group of men, and I 
appreciate it. I hope for your convention Godspeed and good luck. 

Mr. Fisher: The Board is in session right now, and we broke 
into that to come over here. So we hope you will excuse us for 
leaving now. 


Mr. Brockwell: Somewhere in between the covers of the Great 
Book these words apper: “Forget not all your benefits.” We, as an 
association, have become so accustomed to some things that we at 
times possibly do not realize the benefits of this great Association. 
Yesterday, after the report from your Secretary and your Treas- 
urer and your Auditor, you applauded, and you rightfully did so, 
when you learned that in the treasury of this great organization 
there is some $84,000 plus. In addition to that, throughout the 
State of North Carolina, in the many subdivisions of this great As- 
sociation, consisting of the local fire departments, that $84,000 is 
augmented by a sum in the neighborhood of $300,000. In other 
words, there is over $300,000 in the State of North Carolina which 
assures that, whenever a fireman is injured in line of duty, he is 
protected. 

Somebody had to collect that money. Somebody had to put it 
to rolling in the proper channels. The one who cheerfully super- 
vised the collection and proper distribution of that vast sum for 
sacred purposes is in this house this morning. At this time it be- 
comes a pleasure to present to you that great North Carolina citi- 
zen who was in the house yesterday morning, Colonel Walker Tay- 
lor, who will present to you this citizen of North Carolina who sees 
fs these funds are properly supervised and distributed. Colonel 

aylor. 


Colonel Walker Taylor, Wilmington: It looks like you can’t 
get rid of me—and you can’t. 


In that marvelous speech this morning Dr. Brantley said we 
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need men, and we do. We have been going through a terrible time 
in this State during the last few years; but, thank God, we met the 
issues the best we could and came up smiling. It took a good deal 
of guts to go through what we have had to face in the last year or 
two; it took men, real men. The man who has been administering 
this fund for the last year or so is a real man. You, when the test 
comes, do measure up; you risk your lives; you pay the price. That 
is all right; that is what you men are for—to risk your lives. 


I have the only son in the world. Of course, you can imagine 
what a man’s son means to him. When the call came for men to 
go to France, I asked him, “Son, what are you going to do?” He 
complimented me by saying, “Father, I am going to do exactly 
what you would do.” So he went to France. I did not go; I stayed 
at home. I stay at home at night, when you men go out. This man 
whom I am going to present to you went to France. He offered his 
life for you and for me. Some of you did not go; some of you did. 
They came to him lying wounded on the battlefield, and he said: 
“Don’t take me up; take some of the others. They are worse off 
than I am.” That is guts. We honor him for it. 


I went all over the eastern part of this State selling War Sav- 
ings Stamps, selling Liberty Bonds. I told the mothers right then 
and there that, so far as I was concerned, any boy that went to 
France and came back was my buddy, that I would do everything 
I could when he came back to see that he got a square deal. This 
man went and came back, and we promised him the same thing. He 
is entitled to it. We need a loyal, competent, able fellow to do these 
jobs. He took this job; the great Governor selected him, and then 
the people selected him. You are going to have an opportunity to 
select him again next spring. Let’s give him a hand. (Applause.) 
He never asked for a vote in his life, but I ask it for him. He is 
going to make a talk to us this morning. He does not like to talk; 
that is why I am with him. He hires me to go around with him and 
talk for him; I am his “ghost”, at my own expense. (Laughter.) 
He has come down from Raleigh this morning to be with you and 
look you over, and he is going to say something to you now. I pre- 
sent Dan Boney, Insurance Commissioner of North Carolina, 


(Loud applause.) 

Honorable Dan Boney, Insurance Commissioner: Thank you, 
gentlemen. 

As you men know, I am always happy to come to meet with 
you, but I never come to make speeches. There is this I should like 
to say to you, however. Colonel Taylor and I have traveled around 
a great deal in other states together, and it has always been a 
source of pride to me to hear the favorable comments made in 
other states on the North Carolina Firemen’s Association and the 
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splendid work it has accomplished. Other states have followed your 
example. Sherwood Brockwell is so much in demand in other states 
that we almost feel we have a brain truster with us. We shall prob- 
ably have to call him Professor Brockwell. (Laughter.) 


What you have been doing is not without result. North Caro- 
lina has had the lowest fire ratio in the last two years that it has 
enjoyed during the entire history of the Insurance Department. 
(Applause.) As a result of that low loss ratio, we also have the 
lowest insurance rates of any of the eleven Southeastern States. 
That is evidence of what you men have been accomplishing through 
these meetings and your fire college. Your Association, it may be 
interesting to you to know, is held up and looked up to by practic- 
ally every state in the Union. 


I did not come here, as I said, to make a speech, and I am not 
going to take up your time. I thank you. 


(Applause) 

President Palmer: Gentlemen, the next order of business is 
action on the minutes of the last meeting. Yesterday afternoon we 
gave you coupies of them. We should like to know if there is any- 
thing wrong with them; if not, I should like to hear a motion that 
they be approved. 


On motion, duly seconded, the minutes of the 1934 meeting of 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association were approved. 


President Palmer: The next heading is new business. Does 
anyone know of any new business to come up? 

A Member: Under the head of new business, I would like to 
propose for honorary membership in the State Firemen’s Associa- 


tion the Honorable Dan C. Boney, and I move that he be elected 
an honorary member. 


This motion was seconded and was adopted. 

President Palmer: Mr. Boney, it gives me great pleasure to 
announce to you your election as an honorary member of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 

Mr. Boney: I thank you, sir. I might say that I received a 
diploma last year in Durham, so I feel I am a full-fledged mem- 
ber now. 

President Palmer: In Fayetteville the Executive Committee of 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association held a meeting, 
and Chief Semon, of St. Paul’s, appeared before us with regard to 
a proposition he had for a Government loan for building fireproof 
houses. I turned that over to Mr. Brockwell, and last night Chief 
Semon, Mr. Brockwell, and I had a conference at the Cape Fear 
Hotel. Mr. Semon understood that it would be the proper procedure 
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to take it up with the State WPA. It seemed a number of people 
came here to talk on the subject, but after he and Mr. Brockwell 
talked over the matter we feel that it is not the proper time to 
take it up until we can see the Governor and get more information 
on the subject. I have a letter here which I will read to you. 


The President read the said letter. 

President Palmer: So you can understand why that was not 
brought up at this session. 

Is there any new business to come up? 

Mr. Jones, Fayetteville: Before we go any further, in behalf 
of our members the Association wish to thank the committee for 
the plans for the wonderful memorial service we had this morning 
-—one of the most beautiful we have ever had. 


The President: That is taken care of, Mr. Jones, in the Cour- 
tesy Committee’s report. 

I understand that there is only one reel team here. We should 
like to have the hose wagon and chemical races in the morning and 
get through with them. We should like for you to get together with 
Mr. Brockwell and the Secretary. 

A motion was offered to hold these races in the morning. Mo- 
tion seconded and carried. 

Secretary Miller: The captains of all competing teams will 
meet on the mezzanine floor of the Cape Fear Hotel at two o’clock 
today to draw for positions, appoint your judges, and transact 
whatever business is necessary to complete the arrangements for 
our races tomorrow morning. 

On motion, duly seconded, it was voted that the races com- 
mence at nine o’clock a. m. 

President Palmer: Is there any further new business to come 
up before the Association? (No response.) It seems not. 

We will now have the report of the Courtesy Committee. Mr. 
Brockwell. 

Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: As you know, Chief Bennett, a mem- 
ber of the Courtesy Committee has been called down the street by 
the sad occurrence in Durham yesterday. That leaves Mr. Fleisch- 
mann, the other member of the Committee, and me. Mr. Fleisch- 
mann has asked that I read the report. 


REPORT OF COURTESY COMMITTEE 


The North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, in convention 
assembled at Wilmington, North Carolina, being fully cognizant of 
the fine hospitality traditional to the City of Wilmington, and hav- 
ing participated in and enjoyed it, feel deeply grateful to the citi- 
zens of Wilmington and publish our thoughts in an expression of 
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gratitude and thanks. 

To Walter Blair, Mayor, who by untiring efforts has made the 
convention a success and thereby placed the City of Wilmington 
foremost in our hearts and minds, we extend our sincere thanks. 


In acknowledging this debt of gratitude to the citizens of Wil- 
mington we desire to mention and thanks those who have appeared 
on our program, more especially Dr. E. T. Halleck, Mr. Louis T. 
Moore, Colonel Walker Taylor, Senator Harriss Newman, Father 
James Manley, Dr. Edwin F. Keever, Dr. Allen P. Brantley, Dr. 
Alexander Miller, and the quartet and pianist of the First Baptist 
Church. 

We extend thanks to the many committees, including the ladies’ 
committee and the Carolina Beach committee, for social pleasures 
enjoyed, to McKeen (?) Maforte (?) and his able assistants for 
preparing the tournament track; to the press of the City of Wil- 
mington; and last, but by no means least, to Chief Zellers and the 
officers and men of the Wilmington Fire Department for providing 
a week of activity and pleasure which will linger long in the mem- 
ory of the personnel of this Association. 


The President: Gentlemen, you have heard the report of the 
Courtesy Committee. What is your wish? 

On motion, duly seconded, and unanimously carried, the report 
was adopted. 

President Palmer: Gentlemen, we have had a nice representa- 
tion here at the convention. The people of Wilmington and some of 
the officials are desirous that we have a photograph taken of you 
delegates and visitors, and right after this meeting is adjourned we 
want to take a picture out on the side of the hall. 


The next order of business is unfinished business. Is there any 
unfinished business? (No response.) There does not seem to be any. 


Gentlemen, the next thing on the program is the election of of- 
ficers. I want to say this before we get into it. You remember two 
years ago I was elected president at the Salisbury convention. At 
that time I made the statement that I thought this Association was 
bigger than any one man and that I thought we ought to rotate the 
office of president. At the Charlotte convention you gentlemen saw 
fit to elect me president. At this time I should like to request that 
somebody make a motion that I be allowed to cast the vote of the 


convention for Dr. W. S. Long for President of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. (Applause.) 


On motion of a member of the Association, President Palmer 
was directed to cast the unanimous vote of the Association for Dr. 
W.S. Long for President. On motion, the nominations were closed. 
The first motion was duly seconded and, when put to vote, was 
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carried. 

President Palmer: You have heard the motion that I be al- 
lowed the privilege of casting the unanimous vote of this Associa- 
tion for Dr. Long as President of this Association. All in favor 
say Aye. (Chorus of “Ayes”.) All opposed say No. (No negative 
votes heard.) 

It gives me great pleasure to cast the unanimous vote of this 
Association for Dr. W. S. Long as President of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. 


Gentlemen, I present Dr. Long. (Applause.) 


(Cries for “Speech’’.) 

Dr. W. S. Long, President: Brothers, for many years I have 
been a member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 
I shall not take up your time with a speech, because the time is 
getting short. But you know we like to express our love to each 
other, and I want to express my love to you with a little story of 
something that happened in the southern part of my county. Down 
in that section of the county there is a little river called the Eno. 
The people in that section were holding a revival meeting, and 
there was an old bachelor there. A woman came to this revival 
meeting, and he got stuck on her, as the saying is. This bachelor 
could not write. After he went home hasked a man named Solomon 
Levi to write a letter to this woman asking if he might go to see 
her. He went over every day to see if an answer had come, and fin- 
ally it did come. The answer was this: “Dear Mr. Campbell: I re- 
ceived your letter, and I shall be glad to have you come over to see 
me, because if Orange County were a sheet of paper, and the Eno 
River a stream of ink, I could not write all my love for you.” 
(Laughter.) Now, that is a picture of my love for you. 


I shall not make a speech, because I do not want to bore you. 
When I was a young man I had a house, a nine-room house with 
everything in it that my wife’s people had given her and with 
everything in it that we had bought: It had a shingle roof; they did 
not require slate roofs then. We had a six-months-old baby boy. 
There were no waterworks. One cold February night that house got 
afire. I was awakened by my wife’s scream, and the roof was blaz- 
ing. There was no chance to save anything; we saved the baby, and 
that was all. Everything was gone; we had to start anew. I did not 
want to see anybody suffer as I had suffered, and I went to work 
and formed a fire company. We started off, and it was not long be- 
fore I was made chief. I have never missed a fire in my life in my 
town, and not many in neighboring towns. I have been attending 
the conventions for thirty-two years. I love to help others; I have 
made it my determination in life to help others. I am happy in the 
work. My little granddaughter said to me the other day: “Pappa” 
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(she calls me that), “you are going to fall off that fire truck and 
get killed.” I said to her: “Baby, I would rather be killed in the 
line of duty than go any other way.” That beautiful speech this 
morning said what I would like to say to you. I just wish to say 
that I shall be with you, God willing, and will do all I can to ad- 
vance the welfare of this Association. God bless you. (Applause.) 

President Palmer: Gentlemen, the next officer to be elected is 
the Vice-President. 


A Member: Mr. President, I am heartily in favor of the elec- 
tion, which went with your wishes, of our President. Not wanting 
this Association to feel that we people down east are selfish, we 
have a man whom we all love, a man who has stood by this Asso- 
ciation ever since I have been connected with it, a man who I feel 
is competent of being our next vice-president, and if it be possible 
I should like for this vote to be made unanimous. I move that R. A. 
Joyner, of Farmville, North Carolina, be made our next vice-presi- 
dent. (Applause.) 


Mr. Press Harper, Kinston: Mr. President, I could not sit still. 
Yesterday, when I sat here and listened to the reports of this or- 
ganization and heard President Palmer’s report, our Secretary 
John Miller’s report and our Treasurer’s report and our Statistic- 
ian’s report and our schoolmaster’s report (Professor Brockwell), I 
was fully convinced that this Association has made no mistake in 
choosing its officers. It gives me more pleasure than I can express 
to second the nomination of Richard Joyner. I have known him ever 
since before he was out of short britches. He is a descendant of the 
founders of Pitt County; he is a splendid young business man. 
Last, but not least, he meets you every day with a smile. “You 
smile at me, and I will smile at you, and that makes it two.” The 
best of it is that it is natural. He gets it from his mother. It was 
my pleasure to attend the village schools with that girl, and no 
sweeter girl ever lived. Richard Joyner can be nothing but a gen- 
tleman, because he was bred right. (Applause). 


Mr. Flora, Elizabeth City: I should like to nominate a man as 
first vice-president, a man who has put more work into the Asso- 
ciation than any other man. There is no need for me to go into 


length about it. I nominate for First Vice-President Sherwood 
Brockwell. (Applause.) 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: I rise to a point of personal privi- 
lege. Coming from my good friend from Elizabeth City, I appre- 
ciate this. But my attitude to this organization has always been 
one of service, I can not allow my name’s being presented to block 
the aspirations of any member of it. In whatever capacity you gen- 
tlemen call upon me, I am at your service; but please don’t allow 
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me to be presented to your Association, in any sense of the word, 
as a stumbling block to any young man’s aspirations, because I can 
serve you as a private in the ranks. 


Mr. Hildebrand, Canton: Two years ago, at Salisbury, and be- 
fore that, I had the pleasure of voting for Chief Long as vice-presi- 
dent of this Association. At Salisbury there was some discussion 
amongst the members of the Association about paid firemen and 
volunteer firemen. I belong to what they call a volunteer fire de- 
partment. I dare say there is not a man within the sound of my 
voice who is a fireman but receives some compensation from his 
commissioners, but we call ourselves volunteer firemen and are 
proud of it. But I have a man whom I want to place in nomination 
today for the vice-presidency of this Asscciation who is not a vol- 
unteer, and I think we ought to set a precedent here this morning 
to carry out for years to come with our Association. I think it is 
best for all parties concerned. I like the gentleman whose name 
was put up a few minutes ago; there is nothing personal i nthis 
matter at all. It is for the benefit of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association. That is, we have a man this morning who was 
elected, with all the honors possible, as President, from a volunteer 
fire department. Now I should like to see a man from the paid de- 
partments, the bigger departments, put in as vice-president, and 
next year step him up as president. Don’t start any man whom you 
can not advance. I think we oudght to have alternately a paid man 
as president and the next year a volunteer man. So this morning I 
want to place in nomination the name of a man to be elected as 
‘vice-president, with the expectation of stepping him up next year 
as president, and that is the Chief of the Raleigh Fire Department, 
Mr. W. E. Holland. 


A Member: Gentlemen, I should like to say this. There may 
be some departments in North Carolina larger than Farmville’s, 
but there is not a bigger man in North Carolina. 

A motion was offered that the nominations be closed. Motion 
seconded and carried. 


President Palmer: We have three nominations for the office 
of president—Mr. Joyner, Mr. Brockwell, and Mr. Holland. 

Mr. Flora, Elizabeth City: At the request of Mr. Brockwell I 
withdraw his name. 

The President appointed Mr. Maurice Fleischmann as teller for 
Mr. Holland, and Mr. as teller for Mr. 
Joyner. 

' Mr. Frank W. Bennett, Durham: Mr. President, may I have a 
word? I should like to say to this Association that up in Charlotte 
several of the leading chiefs in this Association thought the organ- 
ization was top-heavy. We had a first, a second, and a third vice- 
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president. Dick Joyner, I believe, was then second vice-president. 
We eliminated him, through no personal feeling, because we 
thought the Association was top-heavy and that it was too expen- 
sive to have all these officers. I say this with no reflections on Hol- 
land, because Holland is my friend; he is by bosom buddy; I should 
like to see them both elected. I will say this to you, when you go to 
vote, I don’t know which way I am going to vote, because they are 
both my personal friends. But I feel like because Dick was up there 
it does look like this; we want to make it an organization where we 
don’t say “paid” or “volunteer”. You have a volunteer first vice- 
president. I am not bringing that into the issue at all. As my friend 
Hildebrand over there said, maybe it is good to have the paid 
branches of the service represented in an official capacity on this 
board. So far as I am concerned, you are all firemen; the door is 
open, up our way. All you have to do is be a fireman in good stand- 
ing. I should like to see us make this vote unanimous, one way or 
the other, without going into a contest. 


The President: We will proceed with the voting now. When 
your name is called, stand up and vote. 

A roll-call vote was then taken and was tabulated by the tell- 
ers. 

The President: I wish to announce the result of the vote as 
just taken. Mr. Joyner received 106 votes; Mr. Holland received 
157 votes. (Applause.) I declare Mr. Holland elected as Vice-Presi 
dent. 

Mr. Joyner: Mr. President, I want to publicly congratulate 
Mr. Holland, of Raleigh, on his supremacy in this contest and to 
thank my many friends for their support and ask that they join 
with me in making this election unanimous and promise Mr. Hol- 
land our whole-hearted support during the next twelve months. I 
want to make that as a motion. 


Motion seconded and carried. 


Mr. Brockwell: Gentlemen, this is a unique occasion. On sev- 
eral occasions I have stated to this Association that I have long 
ago passed the age when I have any desire for personal glory. The 
greatest kick I get out of life is seeing my children get recognition 
for something they have done. Next to that is seeing someone 
whom I have helped to make a fireman get something out of life. 
There is a bit of sadness in this occasion in that my friend Chief 
Holland defeated my friend Joyner. I want to present my good 
friend, Chief Holland, who entered the Raleigh Fire Department as 
a country boy and has risen to be chief. I want you to meet Chief 
Holland. (Applause; cries of “Speech”.) 


Mr. W. E. Holland, Raleigh, Vice-President: Gentlemen, I ap- 
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preciate the honor of being elected as Vice-President and will do 
all in my power to help make this Association a success during my 
administration as Vice-President. I thank you. (Applause.) 


Secretary Miller: In order that nothing crops up out of this 
roll call to the detriment of any fire department in North Carolina 
or this Association, I should like to say that, if you were not pres- 
ent yesterday, if you will come up now we will mark you present. 
Be sure to see some of the officers before you leave the hall today, 
or tomorrow before you leave. I want you all to be marked prsent, 
because that is the record that the Secretary certifies to the Insur- 
ance Commissioner of North Carolina for participating in the re- 
lief funds. 


President Palmer: The next thing is the election of a Secre- 
tary for the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 

Meee LLL SCA fter the splendid re- 
ports we heard yesterday, I should like to make a motion that the 
other officers of the Association be nominated and re-elected to 
succeed themselves for the coming year. I refer to the Secretary, 
the Treasurer, and the Statistician. 


This motion was duly seconded, and, on being put to vote, was 
adopted. (Applause.) 


The President: The next matter of business is the selection of 
a meeting place for the convention next year. 


Mr. Brockwell: Folks, you haven’t let me open my mouth 
down here this year. I want to read two telegrams and present to 
you my friend Mr. R. C. Powell, representing an organization from 
the home town of the man whom you have just honored by electing 
him Vice-President of your Association. 


Mr. Brockwell then read a telegram from the city officials of 
Raleigh and one from the Raleigh Chamber of Commerce, extend- 
ing an invitation to the Association to hold its next meeting in that 
city. 

Mr. Brockwell: Now, with your permission, I want to present 
to you Mr. R. C. Powell, who represents the hotel association of the 
City of Raleigh. Mr. R. C. Powell, at your service. 


Mr. R. C. Powell, Raleigh: Mr. President and Friends: I never 
made a speech in my life, so don’t get excited. I want to say this, 
though, while I have the opportunity, that I have a great love and 
should have a great love for the firemen of North Carolina. I was 
on one occasion the manager of that famous hostelry, the Yar- 
borough House, in Raleigh. It burned down (I remember the date 
very well) July 3, 1928. In that fire my wife and two children 
were trapped in that building. Courageous work by the Raleigh 
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Fire Department rescued my family, and I do sincerely have a 
great love and admiration for the Raleigh Fire Department and all 
the fire departments of North Carolina. (Applause.) 


Raleigh, your capital city, has great things in store for you, 
and we sincerely hope that this convention will meet in Raleigh 
next year. I am now at the Sir Walter Hotel, which is a fireproof 
hotel, and we have other good hotels there in the city. I speak for 
all of them in saying that we invite you to hold your convention 
there, and we will do everything possible to make it a success. 

(Cries of “Raleigh’’.) 


Mr. Brockwell: The proof of the pudding is in the eating. But 
you ain’t heard nothing yet. We have here this morning a young 
man who put on a soldier’s uniform and grew some whiskers to 
make him look older. I present to you the Commissioner of Public 
Safety of the City of Raleigh, Theodore H. Fountain—but to the 
people of Raleigh “Teddy” Fountain. 


(Applause.) 

Mr. Theodore H. Fountain, Commissioner of Public Safety, 
Raleigh: I feel that a fireman of the State of North Carolina and 
the fireman anywhere is more or less a thoroughbred, like an Arab- 
ian horse. You have dedicated your lives to this type of work, and 
my hat is off to you. I wish to congratulate the firemen of North 
Carolina on the fine personnel you have. In behalf of the City of 
Raleigh, and of the Department of Public Safety, particularly, I 
extend to you a most cordial invitation to meet in Raleigh next 
year. 

Mr. Brockwell: The next little suburb to Raleigh is a town 
made famous by the Durham bull. That sign used to be seen in 
every civilized city of the world. Our poetic and sentimental Frank 
Bennett now will have something to say. (Don’t let’s let this con- 
vention close until Frank Bennett has sung one of his old-time 
songs.) 

Chief Frank W. Bennett, Durham: Friends, I am glad to be 
back here. Sherwood, I appreciate those remarks and hope in some 
degree to be worthy of them. Before I sing for you I would like to 
move that the invitations be closed and that we accept the invita- 
tion of Raleigh to hold our 1936 convention there. 


This motion was seconded and, on being put to vote by Secre- 
tary Miller, was carried unanimously 


Chief Bennett then sang “On The Road to Mandalay”. 
President Long: Our Secretary wishes to make some remarks 
before we close. 


Secretary Miller: Mr. President, and firemen throughout the 
State, I want to appeal to you now in my humble way to help me 
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and the other officers of this Association to make the year 1936 a 
memorable one for this Association. There is work that we can all 
do; there is work that we can do in our neighboring towns to get 
quite a number of men into this Association who ought to be mem- 
bers of it and are not. You heard the reports yesterday of our Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund. I wish I had the power and could 
make them decide that they ought to have this insurance and join 
us. The $175,000 that has been paid has been paid to fathers, moth- 
ers, widows, and children. I know that money has helped the fam- 
ilies of some of our members who have passed on. Out of about 
four thousand firemen whom we have recorded, only about fifteen 
hundred are carrying this insurance. That is not right. Let’s make 
it two thousand. Don’t wait too long. After you are fifty years old 
you can not get this insurance. Take your responsibility now and 
carry it on. The men who had No. 1 and No. 100 policies, and who 
have paid every assessment that has been called since the begin- 
ning, have paid less than $12 a year for that protection. If some- 
thing should happen to me and I should lose my policy, I would 
lose my $130 or $140, at the outside, but I have had protection all 
through these years. This is a fraternal fund. Aren’t there some 
energetic young firemen in each fire department in North Carolina 
who \will take the responsibility and talk this matter over with the 
men in their departments? If the officers can not get there, we will 
pick some well informed man, when you want him, to go to your 
department and give you this information. 


I have devoted my life to this work. I love it. I love detail 
work. I should be glad to see the day come when we can go on and 
on and on. Let’s go on and make next year the best year of our 
existence. 

Mr. Brockwell: Gentlemen I didn’t want to get back up here, 
but something has occurred, and I am bound to say this to you. I 
want you every one, especially you young men who have never 
been to a convention before, to look around you in the convention 
hall and see the old men out there. Then look at the men on the 
platform, nearly every one of whom has devoted more than a quar- 
ter of a century to building up a wonderful organization. Once, 
when the Cherokee Indians in the West wanted to invite the Tus- 
carora Indians for a visit, they took a Tuscarora chief with them. 
They took him out on a crag from which, far below, he could see a 
fertile valley and a beautiful stream. He stood for a time in silence, 
then raised his hands and uttered one word—“Swannanoa.” That, 
in the Tuscarora language, means “It is beautiful.” So, looking 
back over the history of this organization, can we say “It is beau- 
tiful.” Never in the twenty-three years of my association with this 
organization have I felt prouder to be a member of it, because, 
after all the ceremonies of Monday and Tuesday and Wednesday, 
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when the meeting is coming to a close I have seen not one evidence 
on the part of a fireman of anything but high-toned decency, and 
I want to say to you “Swannanoa—it is beautiful”. (Applause.) 
Have a good time; everybody wants you to have a good time; but 
whatever you do, wine, women, or song, keep it under control. 


Mr. Kesler: In these beautiful last moments, what would be 
more fitting than to express our grateful appreciation to that won- 
derful champion of ours, who has just given up the gavel, by a ris- 
ing vote of appreciation to our good friend, Hendricks Palmer? 

The convention gave Mr. Palmer a rising vote of thanks, and 
applauded. 


Mr. Palmer: Gentlemen, I wish to thank you for this expres- 
sion. The fellows have been content with me for the past two years; 
we have paid strict attention to the work of the Association; and it 
has enabled us to knock tow hours off this program and to give you 
fellows a chance to have a good time at the beaches this after- 
noon. 

On behalf of the incoming President, I would ask that you give 
him the same cooperation you have given me. 


Again I want to thank you for your fine cooperation with me 
during the past two years. At any time that I can be of any ser- 
vice to you or give you any information or come to your town and 
help you out in any way, just call on me. 

I thank you. (Applause.) 


President Long: I should like to Say to our retiring President 
that I appreciate everything he has done. I have never carried any 
ill will to him, although some have thought so. I wanted to do to 
him at Charlotte last year just what he did to me this morning. 


It is now my duty to adjourn this Forty-Eeighth Annual Con- 
vention of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. I wish 


you a pleasant vacation and a happy return. We will now stand 
adjourned. 


Whereupon, at twelty-forty-five o’clock p. m., the Forty-eighth 
Annual Convention of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation adjourned sine die. 
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An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 


State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and 8S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
er, W. F. Keith, S. A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal estate of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the im provements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 


fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 8. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 


ratification.

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 
several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article II 

Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. Each officer of the Association shall 
have one vote on all questions coming before the Association: 

Article III 

Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 

Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the compasy of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of this Association. 


Section 3. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
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eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 


time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Section 5. Every fire company in the State, which is a mem- 
ber of the Association, shall on or before the first day of August 
in each year, elect two delegates, and also two alternates, to serve 
for the ensuing year, with the Chief and Assistant Chief of the 
various departments at large, who are entitled to one vote each, or 
two for the company. In the absence of one of the delegates so 
elected, the other member or delegate may cast two votes for the 
company. They shall be beneficiary members of the Association, 
and shall show on the beneficiary roll. 


Article IV 


Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 3. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 


and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 


Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 
Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 


mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o*‘icer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 


President. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
lect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
by law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shall remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 


Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by ~ 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 


likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid out the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 


er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Article II 


Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 3. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 

Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 


sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 8. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ings. 
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RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 

2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


3. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shall! name the one who shall speak first. 


4, A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7, All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 


shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 

The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warranf of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


6058—A pplication of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 


6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6060—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 

6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 


ciation. 
ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 


COMPANIES 


6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation’ or association 
doing business in any town or city in North Carolina that 
has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—-Tax on Receipts Fer Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. ; 
6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 

Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 
due. 


6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner Specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
businesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 


The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinet fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069.’ 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a Secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of 
the duties of his office. 


6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 

2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

3. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 
period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 
ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 
upon charity. 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall const?tute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 

The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section is not filed with the insurance 
coramissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treas- 
urer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 
shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. 


6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 
Send Delegate To Meeting 


For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive. Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 


6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 

Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification. 


In the General Assembly, read three times and ratified, this 
21st day of February, 1925. 


AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 6063 OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That section six thousand sixty-three of the 
Consolidated Statutes be amended by striking out the word 
‘“Ineorporated” in line two (2) thereof, after the word “any” and 
before the word “town”. 

Section 2. That this act be in force and effect from a and 
after its ratification. 

Section 3. Ratified this the 19th day of March, A. D. 1929. 
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RULES GOVERNING Host ComMPANIES 


HAND REEL CONTEST 
Two To Enter 


Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 

Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 
team. 

GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 
Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be Unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 
Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstances. 
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Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 
etteville Convention and Tourna- 


ment 1920. 


Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemical contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 3. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
same start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on right. 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
Same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 
on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell. Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time Shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 
water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular.

This is to certify, that the undersigned, a majority who are 
citizens and residents of the State of North Carolina, do hereby as- 
sociate ourselves into a corporation, under and by virtue of an Act 
of the General Assembly of the State of North Carolina, Chapter 
106, of the Consolidated Statutes of North Carolina, known as the 
North Carolina Insurance Law, and the several acts and supple- 
ments amendatory thereof. 


1. The name of the corporation is The Firemen’s Fraternal In- 
surance Fund of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association.

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3. The location of the principal or head office shall be in the 
city of Concord, County of Cabarrus, State of North Carolina, but 
the same may be moved by said corporation or its board of direc- 
tors to any other city or town in said State. 


4. The objects for which this corporation is formed is to es- 
tablish and carry on a fraternal benefit fund for the purpose of 
making provision for the payment of a benefit in case of death of 
its members as result of disease, accident, or old age, and is or- 
ganized for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries 
and designated in the insurance law as Fraternal Orders. 


5. Said corporation may make by laws for its government,

6. The said corporation shall have such powers, rights and

CONSTITUTION AND By-Laws 


OF THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Name and Object 


Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Fiermen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 3. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. : 


Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 
each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 


By-Laws and Regulations 
The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. 
Membership 


Section 1. Any active member in good standing with the 


North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and any honorary mem- 
ber who has already served five years as an active fireman in a 
company having representation in the State Firemen’s Association 
and who has for the past five years been in good standing with the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association: shall be eligible for 
membership in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund. 


Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 
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Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 


Sub.-Sec. 8. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 


2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be resinstat- 
ed in his membership upon application, and upon showing, by 
medical certificate, that he is in good health at the time and upon 
paying to the Secretary the sum of $2.20 together with 12 past due 
assessments: Provided, nowever, that no member so in default 
shall be allowed more tnan one application for re-instatement. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. 


4, The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 


5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 

6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new Certificate of 
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Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 


7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 
1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 


2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 
first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
sible. 
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3. All assessments shall be levied by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4. Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 
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STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. ‘The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 

Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 


to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting. 


Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. 


Upon motion of Capt. McNeil the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as 
now constitute the Executive Committee of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. The work of the incorporators hav- 
ing been completed, the meeting was adjourned.

WHEN THESE REQUIREMENTS ARE MET: When these re- 
quirements are met you will be in good standing with the 
State Association, and will have complied with all Statutes 


relative to the Firemen’s Relief Fund, disbursed by the
